The young man in silver-gray armor who rode the lead griffin looked back and 
waved hugely, a cheerful grin on his face. The wave seemed to be a signal. 


At Naotsugu’s gesture, Shiroe told the slender girl who clung to his back to 
hold on tight. 


At a small tap from Shiroe’s boots, the huge griffin he rode tilted just the tips 
of its wings—each of which measured three meters—ever so slightly. As the 
monster sliced through the wind, it sketched a wide arc, setting a course toward 
land. 


After taking to the skies, the five who’d escaped Susukino—Shiroe, Akatsuki, 
and Naotsugu, plus Serara, the young Crescent Moon League Druid they’d 
rescued, and her guardian, the Felinoid Nyanta—had flown straight across the 
Laiport Strait without stopping and were now approaching the Ou region.

through the wilderness. 


Setting up camp is considerable work. It takes a fair amount of time to pitch a 
tent and prepare a meal. Those who have not done so may not realize it, but 
simply gathering dry branches to build a campfire can take over an hour. 


Since the Catastrophe, Shiroe and the others had learned how to live in the 
wastelands and forests that spread across this world, and during their journey 
to Susukino, they had been careful not to push themselves. However, today, the 
day in which they rescued Serara, they had wanted to cross the strait as quickly 
as possible and reach an area where there would be no possibility of pursuit. 


The three griffins predicted one another’s courses and descended in gentle 
arcs, finally alighting together upon a hill. 


“I’m not scared or anything.” 


Akatsuki sounded a bit defensive as Shiroe held out a hand to her, helping her 
down from the griffin. 


From the way her gaze swam, she actually was feeling timid. That said, she 
seemed to have grown used to the new experience of flying during the journey. 


What she was just a little afraid of was the griffin itself. 


Griffins were enormous monsters with the upper bodies of eagles and the 
lower bodies of lions. Fully extended, the span of their powerful wings 
measured five or six meters. Like their taloned forelegs, their sharp beaks were 
those of eagles, and since they were so big, to the fine-boned Akatsuki, they 
probably seemed apt to take off her head with one bite.

“So hey, that went well,” Shiroe’s friend Naotsugu said on approach. He had 
dismounted from the back of his own griffin and was climbing up the hill. 


“It certainly did. Mew handled that quite skillfully.” 
Nyanta and Serara came toward them from the opposite direction. 
“—Um! Thank you very much! | was really impressed.” 


“Yes, well, don’t worry about it. We didn’t do anything special,” Shiroe 
answered, as Serara bowed her head. 


Even though he thought his words were brusque, he couldn’t think of 
anything else to say. He felt shy and awkward, and all he could do was avert his 
eyes. 


Up on the hill, where he could look out over the whole area, Shiroe opened 
his menu, preparing to report in via telechat to Marielle. She had probably been 
waiting to hear from them for a long time; as Marielle received Shiroe’s report, 
her voice was clearly relieved. 


Come to think of it, Shiroe and the others had practically stolen this journey 
north from Marielle’s group. 


The chaos that had followed the Catastrophe. The gloomy atmosphere in 
town. Friends divided. Everyone haunted by a feeling of helplessness and 
uncomprehending irritation. 


Shiroe hadn’t been able to stand that atmosphere. That was why he had 
undertaken the journey to save Serara. 


Of course it was true that he had wanted to help Marielle and Henrietta of 
the Crescent Moon League. However, it was equally true that there had been 
more to it than that: Inside, he had felt an indescribable disgust.

“We have, indeed. Long ago, when Elder Tales was still just a game, Shiroechi, 
Naotsugucchi, and meowrs truly often rampaged around together.” 


...When Elder Tales was still a game. 
Those words sank into their hearts with a keen sadness. 


He was right. This wasn’t Elder Tales any longer. Ever since the day of the 
Catastrophe, although it looked like Elder Tales, it had degenerated into a 
reality dozens of times harsher. 


Possibly because her thoughts had taken her that far, Serara’s face also fell 
slightly. It troubled Shiroe, but there was nothing he could say to her. 


“My liege, we need to set up camp.” 


Shiroe felt as if Akatsuki had rescued him. He called to the others. Nyanta and 
Serara must have realized that pessimism wouldn’t do them any good; they 
actually seemed relieved, and they began looking for a place to pitch the tent. 


The sun was down, but there was no sign of any powerful enemy creatures in 
the nearby zones.

While Nyanta and Akatsuki headed to the forest—which was really more of a 
series of scrubby thickets—in search of kindling, and Naotsugu went to the river 
to draw water, Shiroe and Serara skillfully pitched the tent. Although not a 
magic item, sailcloth tents were essential equipment for adventures. They were 
quite bulky and heavy, but in a world with magic bags that canceled out the 
weight of items, it wasn’t hard to carry them around.

This meant that in forests, hill country, and other lush areas, it was common 
to see deer and wild birds, as well as boars, mountain goats, and other livestock 


turned feral. Of course, there were dangerous animals like wild dogs, wolves, 
and bears as well. Boars and bears in particular had formidable fighting abilities, 
comparable to goblins, so caution was necessary. 


However, if they avoided those few dangerous animals, deer and wild birds 
were relatively easy to deal with, and they were useful both as food resources 
and as perfect practice opponents for low-level Adventurers. 


Thus, it had come as no great surprise when Akatsuki and Nyanta returned 
from the forest where they had been gathering kindling with a deer in tow. 


Under the perplexed eyes of Shiroe’s group, Nyanta had dressed the deer 
and, wonder of wonders, produced venison shish kebabs that were shockingly 
tasty. Even the way they sizzled and crackled over the fire was completely 
unlike everything that had come before. 


The sweet scent of roasting fat. 


The realization that real food had such a complex, rich aroma was astounding. 
Shiroe and the others were suddenly so hungry it felt as if they hadn’t eaten for 
days, and they couldn’t take it anymore. 


With one bite of the slices that Nyanta held out for them, their senses were 
flooded with the melting sweetness of meat juices flavored with salt and 
rosemary.

Anyone who arbitrarily guessed someone’s age based on their height or figure 
ran the risk of insulting them. Shiroe had learned this through experience from 
Akatsuki. 


However, from the way Serara spoke, he didn’t think she could be all that old. 
A high school kid or maybe even a middle schooler... 


Elder Tales had been the sort of game that charged monthly play fees and 


therefore tended to have a higher average user age than many free network 
games. However, that was just on average, and middle school players weren’t 
rare enough to cause astonishment. 


Come to think of it, the twins had been about that age. 


The whole noisy escape from Susukino must have put him on edge. Maybe it 
was the relief of having reached a safe place or the feeling of freedom that 
surrounded the lively meal, but Shiroe found himself thinking back to when 
he’d met them, just before the Catastrophe. 
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Of course, when Shiroe had first met the twins, this other world wasn’t an 
other world yet, and Elder Tales was still a game. 


Shiroe had been spending his days playing the game as a slightly eccentric 
solo player (as a high-level Enchanter, he could hardly have been anything but 
eccentric), operating out of the town of Akiba. 


After the Debauchery Tea Party had dissolved, Shiroe had been a rootless 
wanderer in the truest sense of the word. There hadn’t been any negative 
connotations to it, though, and Shiroe had rather enjoyed gaming that way. 


In Akiba’s plaza, one could hear voices recruiting party members wherever 
they went, and at the time, since Elder Tales was still only a game, it had a 
recruiting channel system that let a player send messages to all areas of the 
server. He’d used that system to join and battle with stray parties from time to 
time, and he’d occasionally accepted invitations from Marielle and other 
acquaintances and gone to dungeons with them. Of course, he’d traveled 
around on his own as well, exploring zones that interested him while collecting 
items. 


Shiroe’s Scribe subclass was one of the production subclasses. Scribes’ main 
talent was the ability to copy books, diagrams, and magical textbooks. In Elder 
Tales, producing items was nearly synonymous with compounding materials: To 


produce items, one needed other items to use as material. 


For a Scribe, those materials were paper and ink. That said, not just any paper 
and ink would do. For ordinary manuscripts, it was all right to use the 
inexpensive ink sold by NPCs, but it took magic-infused ink to create rare tomes 
and high-level spell books filled with power. Creating this magic-infused ink was 
another Scribe task, and in order to do so, the Scribe needed materials such as 
dragon’s blood and precious ores found deep in dungeons. 


In order to get these diverse materials, it was necessary to go to all sorts of 
zones, explore them, and get through their battles. With such tasks, even after 
the Debauchery Tea Party disbanded, and even after she wasn’t there to run 
Shiroe ragged anymore, Shiroe had kept himself busy. 


It was the twins who spoke to Shiroe first, while he was living this way. 
“Mister, mister. Yo, hold up!” 


“Um... Excuse me. I’m very sorry to bother you. Would it be all right if we 
asked you something? We had a question...” 


The pair who’d addressed him didn’t even come up to Shiroe’s shoulder. 

The boy was wearing cheap armor and had a katana slung across his back. 
The girl wore a white robe and carried a long staff with bells on it. 

“Sure. What is it?” 

From what Shiroe remembered, they’d been in the crowded streets of Akiba. 


One look at their gear was enough to tell him that the two were unmistakably 
newbies. Not only that, but since it was gear that was distributed free of charge 
at the very beginning of the game, they were probably complete newbies. The 
voices he heard over the voice chat function seemed to belong to middle 
schoolers or elementary schoolers. Either way, they were young. 


“My spells are weak, and Touya’s wounds won't heal. | was told to go buy a 
better spell, but I’m not sure where they’re sold... Do you know, sir?” 


Filtered through voice chat, the girl sounded very well-mannered. 


“| want some techniques, too. If you know, mister, tell us. Pleeease!” 


Their names floated above their heads in green letters. The girl was Minori, 
and the boy was Touya. They were both level 6. 


The first quest in Elder Tales was a tutorial. Players who chose the town of 
Akiba as their starting point were forcibly sent to a dedicated zone known as 
Major Colonel’s Tutorial Ground, where they were made to practice the game’s 
basic operations. 


Parenthetically, Major Colonel was a non-player character with rather 
problematic specs: While he looked like a mild-mannered, white-whiskered 
gentleman, once he was riled, there was no telling what he would do. From his 
name, it was hard to tell whether he was a major or a colonel, and it made him 
quite popular with a certain set of players. 


Major Colonel’s training lasted about an hour, and once they’d completed the 
training, even players who'd just started the game were level 4. Taking that into 
account, these two were probably perfect newbies who'd just started the game 
that day or the day before. 


“Is this your first day here, guys?” 
“Yes, sir.” “You betcha.” 
The pair spoke at the same time. 


Shiroe might not have been very good with people, but it wasn’t as if he 
hated them. He just had a habit of keeping a wary eye out for strangers who 
might approach him with profit and loss on their minds. 


In that sense, Shiroe didn’t dislike newbie players. They wouldn’t know that 
Shiroe was comparatively wealthy, and since they hadn’t yet developed the 
desire to play the game efficiently, the idea of using him would never enter 
their heads. 


Even with pessimistic reasoning like that, as a player who loved Elder Tales, 
Shiroe wanted to make beginners feel welcome. This was particularly true when 
he thought of his own responsibilities as a veteran player. 


“| see... Yes, I’ll show you. It’s this way.” 


Showing them around town didn’t even take enough effort to count as 


“trouble.” 
With that thought in mind, Shiroe took the lead and started walking. 


After that first meeting with the twins, Shiroe ended up playing alongside 
them frequently. This was because Touya, who was the polar opposite of shy, 
would shout to get his attention whenever he saw Shiroe around town and 
because Minori was very polite and would always call on him to thank him. 


The two really were twins; they’d been born very close together, and Minori 
appeared to be the elder. A mature older sister with the temperament of a 
committee chairwoman, she kept an eye on her little brother, who, although 
bright, was a daredevil that didn’t know how to hold back. That was the pair’s 
fundamental play style. 


Both twins were in their second year of middle school, and they were so 
young they seemed like little kids to Shiroe. Since Shiroe had been playing for so 
long, he’d met all kinds of players, but not many of them had been middle 
schoolers. Because such an age difference left little in common to talk about, 
even when he’d gotten to know similar players in the past, he hadn’t taken the 
opportunity to go adventuring with them. However, these twins looked up to 
Shiroe and so sometimes traveled around with him. 


Elder Tales was the twins’ first online game, and the brand-new experience 
had them both excited. They both told him about it in the first field zone they 
visited together. 


That initial adventure was a considerably noisy affair. 


The second he spotted a monster, Touya would charge at it like a guided 
missile. Minori would follow him in a panic, and they’d fight hard and 
desperately until they were almost in tears. 


That heartwarming scene was repeated many, many times. 


Elder Tales had something called a Coach System. In simple terms, it was a 
system that allowed high-level players to play alongside low-level players. 
When Shiroe used this system with the twins, although he was technically level 
90, his level temporarily dropped to match theirs. In addition to his level, his HP, 
ability values, attack power, and general status were all considerably reduced. 


The purpose of the system was to lower players’ strength to match that of 
their low-level friends so that they could adventure together. 


Of course, Shiroe kept his veteran knowledge of the game, and even though 
he was stat-weak, he still had fairly expensive equipment. All of this meant he 
was far tougher than the average beginner; however, if that difference had 
been converted into levels, it would only have equaled one or two. It was a 
handy, useful system to use when coaching other players. 


Making use of that system, Shiroe raced after the twins. 


He fired attack spells at the enemy to decrease their numbers, but 
Enchanters’ attack spells weren’t all that powerful to begin with, and his 
lowered level made them pitifully weak. However, even so, the support seemed 
to encourage the two newbs. 


“Thanks, mister! Okay, next we’re charging that enemy over there!!” 


“Honestly, Touya, would you wait just a minute?! Listen to me: You’re low on 
HP!!” 


Sometimes, he’d let them pull him around the hunting grounds all day long. 
Touya was a Samurai, one of the three Warrior classes. 


In Elder Tales, spells and sword techniques were known as “special skills.” In 
addition to proper names and effects, each special skill came with set values for 
required MP, cast time, and recast time. Cast time was the amount of time 
between the point when a player selected a special skill and the point when the 
skill activated—the equivalent of “charge” time. Recast time was the amount of 
time that had to pass after a special skill was used before it could be used again. 


One of the distinguishing features of the Samurai class was that many of their 
techniques had long recast times. 


Although the techniques were powerful, most of them couldn’t be used 
several times in a row, and many of them were major techniques that could 
only be used once or twice per battle. This made Samurai the complete 
opposite of Monks, who built combos from multiple small techniques. 


Since Samurai had many powerful special skills, when they managed to settle 


a battle quickly, they had the highest attack power of the Warrior classes. In 
turn, this made Samurai a popular and exhilarating class. 


On the other hand, if an Adventurer didn’t make the best use of the class’s 
features, they’d run through all their special techniques too quickly and be 
unable to react during the recast time, no matter what happened. The class’s 
weak point was that players could run out of on-the-spot coping methods and 
insurance, making it a difficult class to master. 


“Goooo000000! Helm Splitter! !” 


Touya, who'd charged ahead, brought his sword down on a goblin from the 
front. The attack went right through the goblin’s shoddy armor and inflicted 
huge damage, but the subsequent recovery rigidity left Touya wide open. 


“Gugaaaah! Gafu! Gafu!” 


The horde of goblins didn’t let that chance escape them: They rushed him. 
Touya panicked, but while he was frozen up, he couldn’t even evade. 


“Aah! Touya! Get back, that’s dangerous! Uu... Purification Barrier!!” 


As Minori swung her belled staff, an effect like a shining pale blue mirror 
appeared, blocking the goblins’ attack. 


Minori was a Kannagi, one of the three Recovery classes. 


The Recovery classes recovered HP, healed their companions’ abnormal 
statuses, and had a variety of spells to boost friends’ abilities. 


All of the Recovery classes had similar spells by which to recover their 
companions’ HP. However, each class had its own unique special recovery skills 
as well, and those skills provided the three classes’ defining characteristics. 


Kannagi were apostles of the ancient gods, and their unique recovery ability 
was Damage Block. This type of spell put up a certain type of barrier for either 
one specific companion or for the whole party and would negate all damage 
until the total reached a set amount. 


In terms of general recovery ability, Kannagi were the weakest of the three 
classes, but in some situations, the ability to completely negate damage before 
it happened gave them an extremely powerful advantage. 


On the other hand, because the ability meant the player had to predict the 
type and range of enemy attacks beforehand, it was tough to master it. 


All the main classes in Elder Tales were designed to make it hard to get better. 
Since this was part of the game’s complexity, there was really no help for it, but 
in any case, Touya and Minori didn’t seem to mind. They were just enjoying the 
game. 


Since they pestered him to, Shiroe showed the twins around a variety of 
zones near Akiba, and went shopping with them, and answered all sorts of 
questions. 


“Would you like me to give you some slightly better equipment?” he’d asked 
once. Even good equipment would only be level 10 or so. At level 90, Shiroe 
could easily purchase that at the market, in the hundreds if he so wished. 


However, Touya turned down his offer. “Huh? | don’t need that. | mean, 
we’re out here playing the game, right? Collecting stuff’s the best part. If | just 
take it, it’s like I’m playing for nothing.” 


Minori, bowing again and again, said, “I’m sorry. I’m sorry. Please excuse 
Touya’s impertinence. It’s just that you’re doing so much for us already, Shiroe! 


|” 


Having you play with us makes us much happier than any present could 


Precisely because they were like this, Shiroe was able to relax and coach 
them. The twins didn’t treat him as a veteran player who was worth using, and 
playing with them was a fun experience. 


Things had gone on that way right up until the day of the Catastrophe. 
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“Twins, huh? How ’bout that. And then?” 
“And then’ what?” 
“Do you not know what happened to them after that, my liege?” 


After Shiroe told them about his meeting with the twins just to make 


conversation, they hit him with that question. 


The orange light from the fire threw their wavering shadows onto the hilltop 
tent, and the mood in the camp was peaceful. 


“They're on my friend list... I’ve seen them several times since the 
Catastrophe, actually.” 


“So they did get pulled in, huh?” 


“We were together right up until it happened, so yes. We were all sent back 
to Akiba, but then we got separated.” 


“| was teleported from a ruin as well.” 


In the instant the Catastrophe occurred, all players seemed to have been 
forcibly relocated to the nearest town. As if they’d remembered that, both 
Serara and Nyanta looked thoughtful. 


“You shoulda said something to ’em,” Naotsugu said. “Il bet they’ve got it 
pretty rough. Amateurs getting caught up in something like this...” 


All the members of the Debauchery Tea Party had been good at looking out 
for people. Some had been better than others, but among them, Shiroe 
remembered, Naotsugu had been particularly good at making sure the newer 
players were taken care of. 


| guess you can’t really be a Guardian—the guy who protects everybody—if 
you’re not good at looking after people. ...Although, in Naotsugu’s case, | think 
the way he talks puts him at a disadvantage. 


Even if he treated Akatsuki like a kid, then got knee kicked for it, every time a 
battle broke out Naotsugu was the sort of guy who’d do his absolute best to 
make sure his companions went unharmed. 


“Well, mew had a lot going on, too, didn’t mew, Shiroechi?” 


As he spoke, Nyanta poured hot tea into his tin mug. It wasn’t real tea, he’d 
said; just a mixture of herbs and dried apple peel. Even that makeshift blend felt 
like a blessing to Shiroe and the others, who’d drunk only plain water for so 
long. Akatsuki was holding her cup in both hands to warm them, as if it was 
something very precious. 


“True. For the first few days, we were pushed to the limit, and | didn’t have 
the leeway to think about much else. Besides, the next time | saw them, they’d 
both joined a guild.” 


To be accurate, Shiroe hadn’t been the only one who hadn’t had any leeway. 
None of the players had. No one had the energy to think about anyone besides 
themselves. 


“Oh yeah?” 

“The recruiting was aggressive back then.” 

At Akatsuki’s words, Naotsugu nodded, saying, “Now that you mention it...” 
“What were they, level twenty? That or close.” 

“| think they’ve probably leveled up a bit more by now.” 


“Then joining a guild was probably their best move. | mean, they barely knew 
right from left.” 


As Naotsugu spoke, he stretched hugely and, in the same motion, turned 
completely around to face Shiroe. 


“So, was that Minori girl cute?” 


Now that he thought about it, Shiroe had only looked at the twins closely 
when Elder Tales was still a game. At the time, they’d been nothing more than 
polygon models on a screen, so there’d been no way to tell whether Minori was 
cute or not. Since he hadn’t spoken to them face-to-face since the Catastrophe, 
it wasn’t the sort of question he could answer.

As Shiroe explained, remembering as he spoke, Naotsugu nodded along at 
almost every word. He seemed incredibly happy. 


“Well, sure. That’s just how middle school girls should be!” 
“Heck, why specify an age range?!” 
“Stupid Naotsugu...” 


He nodded, agreeing with Akatsuki—absolutely!—but immediately afterward, 
she told him, “You’re being ridiculous, too, my liege.” 


“When we get back, let’s check up on ’em. Date city! I’ll be the vanguard! 
You’re the wingman, Shiroe! Girls are so great.” 


“Well, we agree on that, | guess.” 
“So you do like panties, huh, Shiro!” 
“No, | don’t!! I’m no more interested in panties than the average guy.” 


Even as he thought this was turning into a hassle, Shiroe agreed to Naotsugu’s 
proposal. The hassle came not from having to contact the twins, but from 
having to take verbal jabs from Naotsugu, and there was no help for that. 


Naotsugu had been getting bullied by Akatsuki lately, and so even Shiroe was 
sympathetic. 


After that, their fireside party continued late into the night. 


They spoke tirelessly about guilds and each other, about delicious food and 
this world’s starry sky, and the night grew later and later. 


The five Adventurers’ laughter echoed over the orange flames and the first 
flavorful meal they’d eaten in ages. It was so pleasant that no one was willing to 
speak up to end the experience. It was gentle and comfortable, and they didn’t 


want it to be over. 


Akatsuki and Serara had begun to nod off, leaning against each other. It was 
adorable, and even Naotsugu, who was always getting mauled by one of the 
pair, smiled wryly and draped a blanket over them. 


By the time Nyanta finally declared it time for bed, the eastern sky had 
already begun to gray. 


“Ahh. Man, did | eat! | haven’t had food that awesome in ages. It would’ve 
been worth the trip to Ezzo just to get that meal. Yeah, all trips should be like 
this.”

Shiroe thought it was a bit mean of him, but he did 
understand what he was feeling. As might be expected from the fact that he’d 
called himself an old man, Nyanta hadn’t had a single romantic rumor attached 
to him at the Debauchery Tea Party. To the two of them, who knew Nyanta’s 
past, this was huge news and a noteworthy event.

This type of village was often the 
setting for an adventure or the stage for some sort of event.

By that time, the rain clouds had completely 
blanketed the area. The early-summer rain pelted the village with drops that, 
while not cold, struck like large lead shot. 


As Shiroe turned back to the village street from the door, glancing up at the 
dark sky, he heard a cheerful voice behind him. 


“This’s great. | love haystacks!” 
Naotsugu sounded delighted. 


In this other world, which had inherited the convenience of the game world, 
sleeping bags and tents performed fairly well. However, although they were 
passably comfortable, in the end sleeping bags were sleeping bags. Sleeping on 
the ground all night left them chilled, and their muscles were often stiff and 
sore. 


Compared to that, sleeping on a haystack would be just as comfortable as 
sleeping in a bed at an inn. 


“Mew’re right. This looks quite cozy.” 


Akatsuki, who’d been exploring the large storehouse confirming the locations 
of windows and the back door, nodded too. Although the building was wooden, 
the walls had been daubed with clay that acted like plaster, and there were no 
drafts. The interior was cool and dry, and it smelled clean. 


Now, with the rain pounding down as if it were trying to put holes in the roof, 
they felt they’d been quite fortunate to reach this frontier village. 


“Do mew suppose there’s a place to start a fire?” 
“Nyanta, | found a hearth over there.” 


Nyanta had already begun to worry about dinner, and Serara pulled him 


away. As if to say they left all that to the others, Naotsugu and Akatsuki had 
begun to break down the haystack. They seemed to be preparing to make beds 
for the five of them. 


“Hey, what’s with that itty-bitty bed? Is that for a hamster or something?” 
“Shut up, stupid Naotsugu. Make your bed over on that end.” 


As Shiroe was listening to the two of them squabbling, smiling wryly, the old 
man they’d met earlier spoke to him. 


“Have you come from the town of Tsukuba, traveler? Are you. all 
Adventurers?” 


“Hm? Yes. We’re Adventurers. We’re actually on our way to Akiba,” Shiroe 
responded. The old man seemed pleasant. Adventurers was the word non- 
player characters used to refer to players. “Would you like some?” 


“Why, thank you kindly... Is this...tea?” 


Shiroe had taken some of Nyanta’s special sweet tea from his bag; he poured 
it into a tin cup and handed it to the old man. He poured his own into the lid of 
his flask and sat down on a nearby sawhorse. 


The old man pulled up a chair hewn from a log and sat down near Shiroe. 
“What do you think? It’s pretty good, isn’t it?” 


Shiroe smiled at the old man. The man was drinking the tea; he seemed 
surprised at its slightly bittersweet taste, as if he’d never had anything like it 
before. Grinning from ear to ear, the man told him it was wonderful. 


“Huh. You’re making that one right.” 

“Of course. This one is for my liege.” 

“Oh yeah? | see... It must be pretty tough to make a human-sized bed, huh?” 
“Don’t make fun of me, pervert.” 


Still quarreling, Akatsuki and Naotsugu were getting the beds set up. With 
their voices as background music, Shiroe and the old man slowly drank their 
tea. Outside the eaves, the streets were beginning to turn muddy, but given 
that the old man didn’t seem concerned, this sort of rainfall probably wasn’t all 


that unusual. 
“Your friends are nice and lively.” 
“They are that. They’re a bit embarrassing.” 


“No, no. You need that much energy when you live on the road. It’s only 
natural for Adventurers such as yourselves.” 


Among the players, it was said that the NPCs had been one of the things most 
changed by the Catastrophe. 


In the Elder Tales game, as in all other games, non-player characters hadn’t 
had personalities. As characters, they were much more sophisticated than those 
in a badly designed home RPG, as they would answer simple questions; 
however, this was due to the sort of artificial intelligence that could respond to 
set keywords, and so in reality they’d been no more than automatons. 


After the Catastrophe, though, in this other world, non-player characters 
seemed to be almost perfectly human. The members of the Briganteers might 
not have thought so, but at the very least, Shiroe did. 


They thought, breathed, ate, and lived. 


It was possible to drink tea with them this way and to talk with them about all 
sorts of things. Each of them had a name, and they all had memories. 


They weren’t human, but they weren’t monsters, either. They were probably 
one of the elements that made up this world. 


Since the Catastrophe, because they’d placed great importance on training 
together on the outskirts of town, Shiroe, Naotsugu, and Akatsuki hadn’t stayed 
in Akiba for any length of time. In addition, since Akiba was a starting point for 
Adventurers, it had fewer NPCs than PCs compared to other towns of the same 
size. 


As a result, up to this point, Shiroe hadn’t had much opportunity to really get 
to know any non-player characters. However, as he and the man conversed, it 
was difficult for him to remember that this was a game character, and the more 
they talked, the more impossible it was to think of him as anything except 
human. 


“People of the Earth don’t travel much, you see.” 


The old man was watching Akatsuki as he spoke, and he smiled broadly, like a 
good-natured old grandfather. 


The term People of the Earth didn’t signify a race, the way human, elf, and 
dwarf did. It was what non-player characters called themselves in contrast to 
the players, or Adventurers. 


These names had existed when Elder Tales was operated as a game, but no 
players had called them People of the Earth back then. They were players. The 
mechanical characters were NPCs. That was all. 


Now, however, things were different.

People of the Earth,’ you said...?” 


“That’s right. This village is a good place, and there isn’t much that troubles 


” 


US. 


When People of the Earth called players Adventurers, the name held great 
awe and dread. From their perspective, players were beings with fundamentally 
different abilities and a culture completely unlike their own. 


By battling repeatedly, Adventurers grew and grew, and they could develop 
fighting ability that was tens or hundreds of times greater than what they’d had 
at first. On top of that, even when lethally wounded, they weren’t completely 
destroyed: They had eternal souls that returned to the temple and were 
resurrected. They even went to the ruins that remained all over the world and 
fought—and defeated—giants, undead, dragons, and other terrible, menacing 
monsters. 


These transcendent beings were what they called Adventurers. 


People of the Earth didn’t have that sort of fighting ability. If they were 
wounded, they collapsed, and if they died, they couldn’t be revived. The term 
referred to the normal people of this world. 


Of course, as the game specs dictated, some non-player characters were 
given abilities that were equivalent to, and sometimes surpassed, player 
abilities. The People of the Earth considered these beings to be different from 


both themselves and the Adventurers, and they referred to them as the 
Ancients. 


In this system of classification, the People of the Earth were the weakest 
beings. If an Adventurer felt like it, they could easily take their lives or property. 


The People of the Earth seemed to have undergone a population explosion 
since the Catastrophe, and their numbers were five to ten times greater than 
before, but the difference in fighting ability was a lethal one. 


However, as far as Shiroe could see, the fact didn’t seem to cause them 
resentment or grief. Possibly this was because, to them, that was the natural 
way of things: This world, where they’d been born and raised, had always been 
that way. 


Even the name is like that: People of the Earth... They live with the land. | don’t 
think | could match that... 


As he and the old man spoke about it reticently, Shiroe felt this very keenly. 
How many People of the Earth did the world hold? Even in the Aabu Highlands 
alone, there had to be more than a hundred villages like this one. 


Come to think of it, | don’t know much about the People of the Earth, do |? | 
don’t know what they normally eat or what they do... That’s really, really... 


Spurred on by a sense of wrongness he couldn’t put into words, Shiroe was 
about to ask the old man about it when a cheerful voice hailed him from 
behind. 


“Shiroechi. Great mews!” 


Nyanta approached them, and there was a spring in his step. Serara skipped 
playfully at his side; from the smile on her face, she already knew what the 
news was. 


“What is it?” 


“We called at a few of the houses in the neighborhood. When we spoke with 
them, they sold us provisions.” 


“It’s amazing! We have milk. And cheese. There’s sausage and bacon—oh, 
and eggs! Eggs, too! We bought sugar in Susukino, so we can make cookies!”

“Mm, yes, and we now have cabbage and potatoes as wel 


Triumphantly, the two of them displayed their loot. This much food would 
easily tide them over until they reached Akiba, even if they didn’t hunt. 


“Is that all right?” 
Shiroe asked the old man just to be safe, but he nodded and said, “Of course. 


“The weather was good this spring, and our livestock multiplied. I’d wager the 
villagers are glad of the chance to make a bit of money. ...Ah, that’s right. | have 
some barrel-pickled berries,” the old man added, as if he’d just thought of it. “If 
you'd like, would you buy those as well?” 


No doubt he was also eager to make “a bit of money.” 
“We'd love to.” 


The old man counted among the People of the Earth set off, leading the way, 
and Shiroe followed. 
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Touya swiped roughly with his left hand at the mud on his cheek. 


His battle gauntlet was made of beast hide and steel wire, so his cheek stung 
where he’d rubbed it, but that was just what he needed. 


If it was hard enough to hurt, he could keep the tears in his eyes from spilling 
over. 


“Step it up. Get the lead out!” 
His party leader was yelling, his voice harsh. 


Their battle lines had collapsed again today, and he seemed thoroughly 
annoyed by it. 


Touya could sympathize. Touya’s class was Samurai. Samurai were one of the 
three Warrior classes, and it was his job to be the tank. 


A tank’s role was to support the battle array on the front line. All parties had 


one or more tanks to draw monster attacks and provide support. If they did 
that, the attackers could put their abilities to work and attack from wherever 
they liked in relative safety, without worrying about the monsters’ attacks. 


In order for that to happen, there were two requirements. The first was not to 
die. If the tank died, there would be no one to draw the monsters’ attacks, and 
the damage would spread to the players with weak defense: the magic users 
and healers. If that happened, the battle lines would collapse. The second was 
to draw enemy attacks to himself, ensuring the safety of the rest of the party 
members. Even if he survived, if he didn’t draw the monsters’ attacks, his 
companions would end up taking damage and, again, the battle lines would 
collapse. 


Mr. Shiroe showed me the ropes, so | understand the basics, but... 


Even if he understood the basics, understanding them and putting them into 
practice were two different things. 


True, supporting the battle lines was a tank’s duty. It was practically the 
reason tanks existed. Touya didn’t want to just stand by and expose his party to 
danger. However, without the support of his companions, it couldn’t happen. 


In order for the tank to survive and continue supporting the front line, he 
needed recovery support from the rear. Even the Warrior classes, with their 
excellent defense, would collapse if they had to keep taking monster attacks. To 
avoid that, sporadic recovery support from the rear guard was necessary. At the 
same time, the Warrior classes had to draw monster attacks so that the healer 
could concentrate on recovering, without worrying about enemies in the 
surrounding area. 


These were two sides of the same coin. If either one was missing, Touya, the 
Warrior on the front line, would fall—and the battle lines would collapse. 


In addition, in order to draw the enemy, he had to fan their hate more than 
anyone else in the party and keep their attention on him. The Warrior classes 
had lots of special skills to pull the enemy’s attention to them and concentrate 
attacks on themselves. Many of these were provocative skills known as taunts. 
These special skills were a type of mental manipulation that wiped everyone 
but the Warrior off the enemy’s radar. 


“After you’ve drawn them, it’s a matter of having courage, a cool head, and 
the strength of will to believe in your companion’s recovery. Touya, you trust 
Minori, so that’s easy, right?” 


That’s what Mr. Shiroe told me, but...it’s not enough... 


Ordinarily, if enemies and allies had roughly equal strength, taunts would 
function without any problem. However, if another party member’s level was 
much higher than the tank’s or if the attacks were too fierce, this wasn’t 
necessarily the case. 


In other words, even though the tank’s job was to draw the enemy on the 
front line, the enemy would decide that an attacker or healer posed more of a 
threat. 


That was the issue with Touya’s current party. 


The man who'd been put in charge was a level 46 Summoner. That put him 
right in the middle as far as Elder Tales rankings were concerned, and his level 
was twice as high as Touya’s. 


In comparison to the Summoner’s attack power, Touya’s ability to control the 
front line was lethally inadequate. Enemies decided that the Summoner was 
more of a threat than Touya, who was supporting the front line. Naturally, the 
man’s excessive attacks provoked the enemy monsters’ anger, and their attacks 
targeted him instead of Touya. However, although the Summoner had twice 
Touya’s level, his defense was far lower. 


In a situation where the enemy’s attacks were split between Touya and the 
leader, the healer’s attention would be divided as well. If two party members 
were taking damage from attacks, the amount of recovery was spread out, and 
in the worst-case scenario, there wouldn’t be enough to recover either of them. 


On top of that, if their teamwork broke down, the formation they’d put 
together in advance would fall apart, and the members in charge of attacking 
wouldn’t be able to tell which enemy they needed to take out in order to 
salvage the situation. Should they act according to plan and take out the 
enemies Touya was fighting at the front, one at a time, or should they save the 
Summoner, their leader, by switching their target to the enemies swarming 
him? If the players in charge of attacking lost their focus, their attacks wouldn’t 


be focused either, and the individual kills wouldn’t go as planned. 


As a result, the battle would drag out, and the wound in the already 
disintegrating battle lines would widen. It was a perfect vicious cycle. 


| guess that’s why Mr. Shiroe used the Coach System. If he’d just played as 
himself, the monsters would have gone for him... 


Touya had finally made that connection the other day. 


Shiroe certainly hadn’t matched his level to theirs for show on a whim or out 
of sympathy, he realized. He’d done it to train them in the basics of group 
combat. 


On that point, the Summoner, his current leader, was different. 


The target monsters at that day’s hunting ground were level 25. They were 
lizardmen, with higher levels than Touya and the other beginners, and fighting 
the monsters stretched them to their limit. 


However, to the leader, they were puny monsters more than ten levels below 
him. He couldn’t stand to chip away slowly at low-level monsters like that. “/’m 
not matching your pace. You match mine. That’s how it should be.” He’d said 
that to Touya and the others very clearly. 


To the Summoner, this was just a babysitting job that his guild master had 
foisted on him. If they didn’t collect or earn their quota, he’d probably get some 
sort of warning from the guild’s top brass. 


As far as he was concerned, Touya and the others were holding him back. 


The leader, who was wearing a dark crimson robe, made no attempt to hide 
his irritation. 


All his companions were exhausted, and their eyes were dull and vacant. Four 
of them had died today. The fact that they’d had to go back to the temple and 
make a fresh start every single time had only added to their leader’s annoyance. 


However, even then, the man hadn’t changed his methods. If he’d used the 
Coach System and matched his level to Touya and the others, it would have 
balanced their combat teamwork, but he didn’t seem able to stomach the idea 
of bringing his level down. “Our battles are already slow!” he’d railed. “If | do 


that, they'll get even slower, and we won’t make our quota.” 


In one of Akiba’s back alleys, one of his companions, a Bard, staggered and 
nearly fell even though the path was perfectly clear. 


“I’m sorry. ...| feel kind of dizzy...” 


The girl apologized to Touya, who’d helped her stay on her feet. All he could 
see in her eyes was a stagnant, murky fatigue. 


“It’s not much longer now. C’mon, you can do it.” 


Touya lent the girl his shoulder, trying to encourage her. The Bard was a level 
or two below Touya; she was light, and the sour smell of her sweaty, grimy 
mantle clung to his nostrils. Touya knew he was about the same. They weren’t 
given the time or breathing room to bathe. 


| guess that’s pretty rough on the girls, but... 


He glanced at the girl out of the corner of his eye. She didn’t seem to have the 
energy to care about her shabby appearance anymore. She was moving her lips, 
silently counting her steps, as if she’d collapse from exhaustion if she didn’t 
distract herself. 


Touya bit his lip. 


Why had things turned out like this? The idea, which he should have been sick 
of thinking by then, dragged itself around his fatigue-and anger-muddled mind, 
unable to find a way out. 


When, trailing behind their leader, the party reached the central plaza, they 
were made to form ranks. The leader, his lip curled in a sneer, glared at Touya 
and the others. Then he began going from member to member, collecting the 
material items they’d won that day. 


Just having a guildhall didn’t give the guild limitless storage space for items. 
Hamelin sold off any middling items it couldn’t use at the market immediately 
after a hunt. 


“You've been sitting on a lot there, Touya.” 


The leader taunted him in a sticky voice. Although Touya’s level was low, he 
was a Warrior. Naturally, it made him physically stronger than the other classes, 


and he was able to carry a lot. His load was the result of his attempt to reduce 
his companions’ fatigue as best he could. 


“| worked hard to carry it.” 


Even the leader had to be aware of that. Touya spoke without meeting the 
man’s eyes. The urge to hit him welled up inside him, but they were already in 
the noncombat zone. Besides, his companions’ strength was nearly gone. He 
didn’t want to start trouble in a place like this and shorten their already brief 
break. 


“Huhn!” 


The leader snorted contemptuously at Touya, then put all the items he’d 
collected on the market. 


“So, all the power you lot have is just barely enough to collect bargain-bin 
items like those. Well, even then, your room and board is covered for you. Be 
grateful for that. ...Even though it’s because of your Pots.” 


In spite of himself, Touya ground his molars together. 
...Minori. 


If they hadn’t had his sister shut up in the guildhall, a virtual prisoner, he 
wouldn’t have let this smug-faced thug shoot his mouth off. Even he could feel 
the animosity creeping into his gaze, and anger was welling up inside him like 
heavy oil. To keep it from showing, Touya looked away, turning his gaze to the 
dusty street. 


In any case, the leader was only middle management. 


That scumbag. If | cut him, I’d just get my sword dirty. ...How long is this going 
to go on? How did this happen? ...We don’t need the Pots. | don’t even want 
‘em. If they do, they can have ’em all. But even Minori’s at the end of her rope. If 
only we hadn't joined this guild... 


“—We just got back. Yes, thanks. Yeah... We’re fine.” 
Suddenly, a pure white light lanced through Touya’s gray-hazed field of vision. 


It hadn’t even been a month yet, but the voice was already nostalgic. It was a 
voice he’d nearly forgotten: Shiroe’s pensive, slightly troubled speech. 


His head came up as abruptly as if he’d been stung; he scanned the plaza. 
The market? No. 

The stalls? No. 

The smithy? No. 


The weapons shop, the guard shop, the tavern, the inn... He looked and 
looked for the face he knew must be there... He was very close to despair. 
Touya didn’t know the face that belonged to that voice. 


He’d only ever heard the voice over voice chat. Touya didn’t know what 
Shiroe would look like now, after the Catastrophe. When that thought occurred 
to him, he felt as if his chest was being crushed. 


Still, when a group of a dozen or so noisy travelers entered through the 
arched gate that linked the plaza with the main street, Touya’s eyes were drawn 
to them. Several town-dwelling guild members had surrounded a small group 
that had obviously just returned from a long journey. A young man stood at the 
center of the group, but he didn’t seem at all excited and in fact looked a little 
troubled. 


It was Shiroe. 


“Don’t you worry! Once our Chefs heard what you told us, you’d never 
believe it. We’ve been taste testin’ like it was goin’ out of style every day. What 
would that be in English, ‘a taste-testin’ storm’? When we heard you were 
comin’ back, they started skippin’ around and gettin’ ready for a party.” 


“Whoa, a feast?! Can’t-wait-for-that city!” 
“That’s wonderful mews.” 
“Mari, you really didn’t have to do all that. Not over this.” 


Feeling frantic, as though he couldn’t move quickly enough, Touya opened his 
mental menu. He aligned his cursor with the player in front of him and called up 
the name and guild display. Guild: Unaffiliated. Name: Shiroe. Class: Enchanter. 


It was the expert player who’d spent a little while with Touya and Minori 
before the Catastrophe struck, teaching them the basics of the game. Even now, 
Touya and his sister talked about the young man as if he were their big brother. 


“Mist—” 
Touya began to raise his voice, but then he froze, as if he’d been cut off. 
He’d thought Shiroe had looked his way. 


It might have been an illusion, but when Shiroe looked at him, Touya had 
sensed something inside him, something that had grown far stronger than 
before. 


Shiroe was also living here, in the world after the Catastrophe. 
The moment he sensed that, the shock had frozen Touya’s tongue. 
The world had changed. 


The Catastrophe had done something final and irreversible to it. They’d been 
pulled into another world, something all young dreamers fantasized about at 
least once or twice. Not only that, but the game world had turned real. It was 
like something out of a heroic legend. 


However, a good look at the situation revealed a gray prison. 


“A guild to aid beginners.” Touya and Minori might have been wrong to fall 
for words like that. Sti//, Touya thought. Even without that, this was a world 
where the “haves” were powerful people. 


Money, items, experience points: All resources benefited the people who 
collected them. Those who had money gained more of it; those who had items 
got more of them. Those who had lots of experience points—in other words, 
the high-level players—fought stronger monsters and leveled up. In this world, 
where the law of the jungle prevailed, that was the Truth. 


The “haves” got even more power, and the “have-nots,” eternal latecomers, 
could only stare at the backs of the “haves.” That was part of the true shape of 
the Elder Tales world, the world of the online game. Now that the game had 
become real, that harsh truth showed even more clearly, and on top of that, 
since it was no longer a game, they weren’t allowed to quit. 


Touya’s thought patterns were still young, and he couldn’t put that truth into 
words and explain it clearly. Even so, because he was young, he was sensitive to 
its real shape. 


The fact that they were the same. 


It was a fundamental natural law, in every place, in every world. If “survival of 
the fittest” was allowed, then it was only proper that some people were strong 
and others were weak. The world wasn’t rough on the weak because this was a 
game. The real world had been the same way. True, open exploitation and 
discrimination had been forbidden, but that hadn’t meant those things hadn’t 
existed. 


Touya knew. 
He’d had legs that wouldn’t move. They’d taught him the truth well enough. 


Both Touya and Minori were novice players. Novices had low battle strength 
and didn’t know much about the world, and on top of that, they didn’t have 
property. That meant they were powerless. 


Touya thought there probably wasn’t anyone as well versed in being 
powerless, or in being a child, as he was. He bit his lip as he thought and tasted 
iron. 


The weak didn’t have the power to protect themselves, and there was no 
miracle in any world that would save them for free. 


What were the words Touya had swallowed? Help me? Save me? Now that 
he’d cut them off, even he didn’t know. 


In Touya’s mind, Shiroe was an expert at the game. He’d seemed to know 
more about Elder Tales than anyone. Maybe Touya had thought Shiroe would 
rescue them from any hardship. 


...But how could he say that? 


Did he have any right to ask a mere acquaintance—someone who'd played 
with them for a week or so before the Catastrophe, when Elder Tales had been 
just a game—for help? 


Take someone bankrupt, for example, or someone deep in debt. A person like 
that could never just ask a stranger, someone who wasn’t even family, for help. 
This was reality, and that was what that meant. Even Touya knew that much. 


In order to survive in this world, even Shiroe had to be paying some sort of 


price. 
There was no way he could impose on him like that. 
As Touya thought this, he lowered the fist he’d clenched. 


At some point, a fine rain had begun to fall in the plaza.

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Guilds—communities of any size created by Adventurers—were a system that 
played a central role in player interaction within Elder Tales. They were a 
continuous relationship contract created when two or more unaffiliated players 
joined up, establishing the guild. Adventurers affiliated with the same guild 
received various privileges, such as common Safe-deposit boxes and the use of a 
dedicated communication function. 


Guildhalls, one such privilege, were zones that guilds could own or rent. 


For example, the guildhalls in Akiba’s guild center were roughly divided into 
four ranks: halls with three, seven, fifteen, or thirty-one rooms. Having a 
guildhall of a size that corresponded to that of one’s guild was plain common 
sense. The halls could be used to store various items that wouldn’t fit in 
members’ individual bank safe-deposit boxes, as well as to house equipment 
used in item production. 


The biggest guilds sometimes used an entire external building to do this, 
instead of the guild center. 


There was a theory that the world of Elder Tales was the future shape of the 
real world and the town of Akiba (the Half-Gaia Project reproduction of 
Akihabara) held many ruined buildings. Many of these ruins were uninhabited, 
and although they cost quite a sum, it was possible for guilds and individuals to 
buy or rent them. 


By making changes on the Settings screen, anyone who purchased one of 
these zones could customize it by leaving items there, permitting combat, or 
setting entry and exit permissions for individual users. Enormous guilds, in turn, 


would purchase one of these buildings and transform it into their headquarters. 


In guild center terms, the guildhall of the Crescent Moon League was a B-rank 
hall, one with seven rooms. 


While it certainly wasn’t vast, it held sufficient facilities for a guild of their 
size: With four rooms, one workroom, one storeroom, and a midsized 
conference room, it was, in Marielle’s words, “handy.” 


However, the conference room would be crowded with even fifteen 
occupants, and it certainly wasn’t large enough to hold a banquet for a group of 
more than thirty, including Shiroe and his companions. 


For that reason, Marielle and the other guild members had decorated all the 
rooms in the guildhall, with the exception of the storeroom, for the party to 
celebrate Serara’s return. 


The rooms were decorated here and there with modest fresh flowers, and a 
clean cloth had been laid over a table that was normally used as a 
manufacturing surface for small articles. The guildhall had been swept sparkling 
clean from corner to corner, and some rooms had been equipped with low 
wisteria-cane tables and lots of cushions so that guests would be able to sit in 
circles and chat. A temporary row of wisteria-cane chairs had even been set up 
in the corridor. 


These weren’t expensive items: The Crescent Moon League’s craftsmen had 
manufactured the very best things they could make and brought them to the 
guildhall. 


Marielle and the others had gone to the outskirts of town to meet Shiroe’s 
group, and as soon as they returned to Akiba after rescuing Serara, the travelers 
were jubilantly invited back to the guildhall. Since they’d been in touch via 
telechat nearly every day, the Crescent Moon League members had known full 
well for several days that Shiroe and the others were returning. 


Having heard the secret of “real cooking” from Nyanta—also via telechat— 
the Crescent Moon League Chefs had spent those few days combining lots of 
ingredients and making food for the party. 


According to Marielle, in order to get used to the new way of cooking they’d 


learned—in which Chefs cooked directly, without using the item creation menu 
—the Crescent Moon League Chefs had made scores of dishes over and over, 
barely even taking time to sleep. 


Even the samples had been wildly popular with the Crescent Moon League 
members, who had been given only depressingly monotonous food up till now, 
and it had become another cause for celebration alongside Serara’s return. 


Of course, it wasn’t as if there were no problems with this new cooking 
technique. 


First, with the new method, one had to take the time to actually prepare the 
food. In the previous method, when cooking was performed from the item 
creation menu, even stews and pickles were done in ten seconds, but with the 
new method, one had to give stews time to stew and fermented foods time to 
ferment. 


In addition, when making dishes from the item creation menu, the required 
ingredients were limited to five at most. Subtle seasonings, oil, and secondary 
ingredients had probably been left out of the game for convenience’s sake. 
However, with the new method, naturally, ingredients one didn’t have on hand 
wouldn’t be included in the finished dish: Curry made with only meat, potatoes, 
onions, and spices wouldn’t have carrots in it. 


They’d also discovered that their cooking skills seemed to be reviewed when 
they attempted to prepare dishes that were over a certain difficulty level. If a 
Chef’s cooking skills weren’t at the required level, no matter what ingredients 
were used, the attempt would fail and the dish would turn into a weird 
blackened object or a slimy, sticky glob. The general trend seemed to be that 
using special cooking techniques such as frying, roasting, and steaming required 
more advanced cooking skills, but they didn’t completely understand the 
particulars yet. 


There was an even more basic issue as well. 


Up until now, if players used the same ingredients and selected the same 
target item from the item creation menu, a food item would come out exactly 
the same no matter who made it. It would look the same, of course, and the 
flavor would be the same as well (although it would be the characteristic soggy 


rice crackers flavor). 


However, with the new method, since the item creation menu wasn’t used, 
the quality of the finished dishes varied widely, even if the Chefs who made 
them had the same levels and skill values. Even if a player’s cooking skills were 
advanced, it was the actual player who was doing the cooking. Cooking skills 
became a number that showed the difficulty of the dishes a player was allowed 
to make and no longer showed what sort of dishes the player could make. 


The new method did have many limitations, but that didn’t mean it was 
worthless. On the contrary, the discovery had tremendous value. Viewed from 
the perspective of common cooking sense at home on Earth, the fact that it 
took time, the fact that it required a variety of ingredients, and the fact that 
flavors changed depending on who was cooking were only natural. 


More than anything, the Crescent Moon League guild members were as sick 
and tired of the flavorless, factory-made, energy bar-—like food items as Shiroe 
and the others had been. 


“| tell ya, we let the food items break us, and we completely lost sight of the 
fact that livestock feed isn’t food! This stuff we’re eating right now? This is 
food!” 


As the young Crescent Moon League magic user said during the banquet, until 
they’d chanced upon genuinely delicious food, they had failed to realize how 
terrible the food they’d been living on actually was. 


The flurried dinner preparations and decorating had ended, and the guildhall 
to which Shiroe and the others were invited as the guests of honor was steeped 
in a festive atmosphere. 


Shiroe and his group were shown to the great table that had been set up in 
the conference room and given aperitifs, along with the reassurance that “All

the food will be completely ready in another hour!” Having changed out of their 


traveling clothes, Shiroe and his friends were each welcomed warmly. 


Although Shiroe and the others enjoyed being entertained, the Crescent 
Moon League members who were entertaining them also enjoyed the banquet. 
It was the first boisterous gathering filled with food this splendid, luxurious, and 
—best of all—delicious to be held since the Catastrophe. 


“We’re partyin’ today! Eat, drink, and be merry!” 


To the players, who’d been discouraged by their life since the Catastrophe, 
Marielle’s cheery proclamation was the best possible encouragement. 


For a while, the conference room was filled with words of gratitude. But then, 
suddenly saying, “I'll just go take a look,” Nyanta stood. Serara hastily followed 
him. From the sounds that came after, the heartwarming pair had gone to the 
temporary kitchen that was currently taking up the entire workroom, where 
they had joined the Chefs of the Crescent Moon League and threw themselves 
into the party preparations like battle-scarred veterans. 


When using the new cooking method, the list of food items registered on the 
item creation menu was useless. Each Chef could only use the dishes and 
cooking methods they personally knew, and this was greatly affected by the 
sort of cooking experience they’d had in the real world. 


To that end, Nyanta and the Crescent Moon League Chefs compared their 
culinary knowledge, shared the recipes they knew, and created a festive 
banquet with even more flair. 


The Crescent Moon League members who hadn’t been able to fit into the 
conference room found places in the other rooms, drinking and carousing 
wherever they liked. 


Dish after dish was brought out. 


Fried chicken, omelets bursting with tomatoes, a salad of corn and lettuce, 
seafood paella with saffron, an unleavened bread a little like naan, and spicy 
mutton soup.

This behavior was so touching that Serara’s fan base at the Crescent Moon 
League grew remarkably, and in every room, she was pressed into taking part in 


a toast—“Have this, at least” —until she grew quite drunk. 
Shiroe and his friends were also in great demand. 


Naotsugu was surrounded by younger players and was discussing battles with 
them. 


The Crescent Moon League was still a young guild. Only a few members, 
Marielle included, were level 90. Even Marielle and the others were only level 
90 and hadn't seen what lay beyond. 


“What I’m saying is, as long as you and your companions’ levels are similar, 
that’s enough. It’s what’s beyond the level that’s important, not the level itself.” 


“Beyond the level... You mean the mysteries?!” 


Shouryuu, a Swashbuckler whose red face might have been the product of 
intoxication, quizzed Naotsugu, who was wolfing down a skewer of sweet and 
spicy chicken. Shouryuu was a young player who was in charge of organizing 
battles and hunts at the Crescent Moon League, and he’d gone on several 
excursions with Naotsugu. To him, Naotsugu probably seemed like a hero.

“Mm. | mean—panties! 


At Naotsugu’s forceful declaration, everyone in the room was taken aback for 
a moment and the atmosphere seemed to curdle. Even Shouryuu’s expression 
said, “What is this guy talking about?” 


Possibly the atmosphere struck Naotsugu as dicey, too. He cleared his throat 
several times, then continued, as if trying to smooth things over. 


“Uh... Kidding. That was a trendy little joke. Now that I’ve got your 
attention... Let’s see... So, as long as you depend on level when you fight, 
whenever an enemy beats you, it’ll be because your level wasn’t high enough, 
right? So what happens if you play like that until you hit the highest level? If 
you've maxed out your level and there’s an enemy you can’t beat, you'll never 
beat it, because you can’t boost your level any higher.

Akatsuki’s slight stature and sweet, doll-like face had won her many fans in 
the Crescent Moon League. There were, of course, guys with secret crushes on 
her, but the ones who were really enthusiastic and hard to deal with were her 
female fan club.

Henrietta had begun to present the showy girls’ dresses, her cheeks flushed a 
bit in embarrassment—as though she had the wrong idea about something— 
but Akatsuki interrupted her almost immediately.

“Wait just a sec,” she 
whispered. As they went, she checked each of the rooms. In every one, sated 
from their feast, guild members slept on sofas, cushions, or right on the floor. 


“Tomorrow’s gonna be a big ol’ cleanup day.” 
“Vl help.” 
“Now how could we let our guests help us clean?” 


When Marielle looked at the guild members, her expression was warm and 
gentle. Just being able to see her like this was enough to make Shiroe glad 
they’d accepted the mission. 


Tidying up only the bottles and platters that looked hazardous, the two of 
them made for the guild master’s office. It was the ultrafeminine room where, 
before their journey, they’d heard Marielle’s story and resolved to make the 
trip to Susukino.

In actuality, he’d been prepared to be told that they had been out of line: 
Outsiders poking their noses where they didn’t belong; who did they think they 
were? 


He hadn’t been able to forgive the world for becoming what it had become, 
and he’d gone out of his way to undertake the long trip up to Susukino in an 
attempt to burn through that irritation... In other words, he’d done nothing 
more than push his own incredibly personal standards onto everyone else. 


Shiroe was fully aware of how arrogant that had been. 
| don’t regret it, but... |do know it’s nothing they should be thanking me for. 


For that reason, being thanked so freely left him at a loss as to how to 
respond. He felt rather humbled and ashamed. 


“If that wasn’t anythin’ special, | don’t know what is. We’ll have to think of a 
way to thank you.” 


“No, really, don’t worry about it... How were things here while we were 
away?” 


“Here, huh...?” 

At Shiroe’s question, Marielle’s expression clouded slightly. 

Shiroe didn’t ask her why. He only waited, swirling the tea in his glass. 
“Akiba’s...settled down a bit, | think. It’s more settled than it was anyhow.”

“We’re a pretty small guild, y know? Just under thirty of us. Plus, four of us 
are level ninety, and about half of us are level fifty or under. I’m not 
complainin’, mind, but as a practical problem, it’s a fact. It’s somethin’ 
objective, and we can’t change it. For instance, right now, D.D.D. is Akiba’s 
biggest combat guild. From what | hear, they’ve got over 1,500 members. | bet 
they’ve got more level nineties than we can shake a stick at. That’s another 
objective fact we can’t change.” 


Marielle set her glass on the table and continued, kneading her fingertips 
together. 


“Now I’m not sayin’ that’s bad. The big guys have their own big-guy problems; 
believe me, | know. But how should | put it...2 Things like that are buildin’ up, 
and it’s gettin’ to the point where we can’t fix it... As you’d expect, the big guilds 
with all the equipment are doin’ well; that’s only natural. In some areas, places 
like that are settin’ the mood and the rules for the town. Like preferential use of 
the market, say.” 


“They're doing things like that?” 


“These aren’t clear-cut ‘rules,’ mind. It’s just, with numbers like that... The big 
guilds are the ones who are actin’ all important. One way or another, see, 
they’ve got the power. If players that belong to those guilds act important to 
match, they get away with it, and they think that’s how it should be.” 


Ridiculous. 


Of course the big guilds had more members, and naturally they’d be more 
efficient at some things. For instance, the main source of income for fighting 
guilds was loot won from monster battles. In battles fought specifically to win 
loot, known as “hunting,” larger numbers were linked to efficiency. When it 
came to making efficient use of the materials won as loot, having lots of 


production classes and companions in-house let the guild develop many 
situations to its advantage. Still, that didn’t make each individual player who 
was affiliated with the guild any stronger, and it certainly didn’t make them 
more important. 


She would probably have laughed it off. 


She would have looked at the players who could do nothing but live huddled 
together in narrow-minded groups and laughed loud and long as she declared: 


“You people aren’t even the teensiest bit cool.” 


“Remember | said PKs were down? It’s the same reason. This guild here is 
tougher than that guild there. ..Or weaker. With that hashed out already, 
there’s no point in fightin’ anymore just to make it clearer. Nobody who knows 
they’re gonna lose will go near somebody that could bite ’em. They just find 
another huntin’ ground. But most of those other huntin’ grounds are either far 
away or the huntin’s no good. Sure, PKs are down, but all it means is that the 
guilds have managed to segregate the zones they go to. The tough guilds have 
claimed the best huntin’ grounds as their turf. We can’t fight in town, so 
nobody’s lockin’ horns that way. Still, even so, these invisible territories are 
takin’ shape. That sounds like ‘rankings’ to me.” 


He hadn’t been drunk to begin with, but Shiroe felt the center of his head 
growing cool and clear. This was even worse than the deterioration of public 
order he’d been imagining. True, it wasn’t the worst it could have been. PKs 
were down, apparently, and there were probably fewer quarrels as well. 


But still, somehow... | don’t like this. It makes me sick... 
It wasn’t the least bit cool, Shiroe thought. 
A sense of revulsion churned inside him. 


“| can’t tell you, ‘This or that is bad and that’s what’s wrong,’” Marielle had 
said.

Patrolling a set area in order to gather items efficiently was a common

In other words, becoming an expert on an area wasn’t a bad strategy 
at all. 


Not only that, but the big guilds were expending significant resources to 
implement that strategy: They were using their members to police their areas. 


Shiroe had no intention of criticizing that strategy without hearing their side 
of the story. 


If those without power were allowed to criticize that sort of thing, the result 
would be something like “reverse discrimination” by the weak, and so he 
understood just what Marielle meant when she said that no one in particular 
was wrong. No doubt this was just “the way things went.” 


However, even then, he couldn’t quite reconcile himself to the idea. 


In this lawless other world, was it all right for those with power to dominate 
those without? If asked whether it was okay for the answer to that question to 
be this uncool, the answer was no. However, Shiroe knew that if the argument 
were taken to the extreme, his only grounds for saying no were his own 
preferences. 


“Didn’t the smaller guilds try to do anything about it?” 


“Well... Yes. Over the past two weeks, for example, there was talk of the 
smaller guilds formin’ a liaison committee, holdin’ down some huntin’ grounds 
and handlin’ it that way. ...It didn’t work out, though. Even with smaller guilds, 
there are slight differences in numbers, y’know? There were little differences of 
Opinion that got people upset, and some couldn’t keep from bein’ selfish, and 
they fought, and things fell apart. Then several small guilds thought, /f that’s the 
way it’s gonna be..., and they merged with the big guilds or with each other.” 


They did, hm? Shiroe thought. 


There was probably no help for that, either. It was easy to say “hold on to 
hunting grounds,” but whether a hunting ground was “good” or not changed 
depending on its level. No doubt there had been a nearly infinite number of 
ambitions regarding the hunting grounds each guild wanted to frequent, 
depending on the guild’s personality, its number of members, and their levels. 


Working together and occupying a hunting ground would take a large number 


of people who were able to curb their egos and cooperate. The larger guilds 
might be able to exercise control, but in a gathering of smaller, weaker guilds, 
debates were bound to break out, and the group would fragment. 


Come to think of it, the influence of the frozen transport gates and the Fairy 
Ring trouble showed through in this issue as well. There were tens of thousands 
of zones on the Japanese server. With only about a thousand guilds, it was hard 
to imagine having a shortage of hunting grounds under ordinary circumstances. 


However, now that the intercity transport gates were out of order and the 
Fairy Ring timetables were a complete mystery, the Adventurers’ movements 
were drastically restricted. Players with griffins, like Shiroe’s group, were 
extremely rare. Now that players had to rely on horses or their own two feet, 
the number of hunting grounds that were within a day’s journey of the town 
was more limited than it had been in the game. 


There were about fifty zones that fit that description near Akiba. As far as 
hunting grounds were concerned, there might be three hundred or so. If those 
were ranked by quality of experience points, proximity to the town, and 
apparent safety, there would naturally be a scramble for the popular spots. 


Since the Catastrophe, all zones had been made available for purchase. The 
zone prices were determined by factors beyond the Adventurers’ 
comprehension, but at the very least, one of those conditions seemed to be 
area. This meant that zones with enough area to be hunting grounds would be 
too expensive to purchase, but there was no need to buy them: Any guild with 
enough members could use their human resources to “occupy” them. 


“Plus. The Knights of the Black Sword are aimin’ for ninety-one.” 
“Huh?” 


Ninety-one. She probably meant the level. Since Homesteading the 
Noosphere had been introduced, the level maximum had probably been 
released, so that in itself was no surprise. If the level maximum had been let go, 
it should be possible to grow past level 90, the previous maximum level. 


However, in order to do that, wouldn’t it be necessary to hunt monsters that 
were at or above level 85? Shiroe had his doubts about whether anyone could 
skate on ice that thin in the real battles of this other world. 


“The big guilds are tough as things stand, but you know they can’t expect any 
new players to join up. So, it sounds like they think the issue of level height is 
gonna have a big effect on their power. That’s behind the player acquisition 
wars, too. And y’know the Knights of the Black Sword have always aimed for the 
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top... 
Shiroe nodded, acknowledging what Marielle had pointed out. 


Even in Akiba, the Knights of the Black Sword were a proud fighting guild, 
elitist to the point of seeming somewhat exclusionist. Not one of their members 
was under level 85. They didn’t even accept members under level 85. A 
pureblood combat organization: That was the Knights of the Black Sword. 


“The Knights of the Black Sword still have that level restriction on joinin’ up. 
Of course they’re still a prestigious major guild, too. The Crescent Moon League 
can’t compare. But D.D.D. and its 1,500 members are keepin’ the Knights on the 
ropes. After the Catastrophe, D.D.D. snapped up several smaller guilds. Well, 
with that level restriction on entry, the Knights of the Black Sword can’t 
assimilate any smaller guilds. That’s why they’re workin’ to get past level ninety, 
tryin’ to beat out quantity with quality.” 


“But how—” 


That was the heart of Shiroe’s question. He understood the motive. He also 
understood the feeling and the strategy... But was there any way to achieve it? 


“By usin’ EXP Pots.” 
“—EXP Pots...” 


EXP Pots were a famous support item in Elder Tales. They were potions that, 
when drunk, slightly raised a player’s attack power and self-recovery abilities 
and nearly doubled the amount of experience points won in battle. 


Ordinarily, players couldn’t get any experience points from monsters more 
than five levels weaker than they were. A secondary effect of the EXP Pots was 
that, although it wasn’t much, players were able to gain a few experience points 
from monsters as much as seven levels below them. 


The effects of the potions only lasted two hours, but as a result, during the 
time they were effective, it was far easier to earn experience points. 


Although these support items were powerful, it wasn’t necessary to go 
through a large-scale battle or jump any other hurdles to get them. In fact, 
almost all players had used them at one point or another. 


As a popular, long-running game, Elder Tales had continued to raise its level 
maximum over the course of its run. That made it difficult for newbie players 
who'd just begun the game to catch up to those who’d been playing longer. As 
a result, the administrators had given various assists to new players, and the 
potions were one of them. 


In specific terms, players under level 30 automatically received one potion per 
day, free of charge. They were a present from the administrators, given in the 
spirit of helping players reach midrange levels quickly and enjoy the game. 


“But those potions are—” 


“.. There’s this guild called Hamelin. They advertised themselves as bein’ out 
to rescue newbies, and after the Catastrophe, they attracted a lot of ’em. 
Everythin’ was a mess then, and it’s true that most weren’t in a place where 
they could’ve helped newbs. We couldn’t do anythin’, either. But Hamelin... 
They’re sellin’ off the EXP Pots they collect. Hamelin’s gettin’ rich, and the big 
guilds are workin’ to boost their levels with those potions. | dunno who’s in the 
wrong here; maybe nobody is. But that’s the way things are goin’, and there’s 
nobody who can stop it...” 
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The heat of the banquet was gone completely. 


Even though it was early summer, the night wind was cool, and it blew 
strongly enough to set the tail of his tunic flapping. 


Cloud shadows skimmed across the ground. The moon was so bright it cast 
shadows, even now in the dead of night. It was past midnight, and Shiroe 
walked through the streets of Akiba as if he was chasing the contrast between 
moonlight and shadow. 


He didn’t have a particular destination in mind. 


It was as if he were running from this mysterious, black emotion. Running 
from it or possibly trying to see it clearly. Even Shiroe didn’t quite understand 
what he was feeling. 


He felt as if there was a huge, heavy mass in his chest. It was like the ocean at 
night, but nowhere near as refreshing; the mass was unidentifiable, so black 
and thick it could have been made of coal tar, and he failed to grasp it 
completely. He felt as if he had a huge amount of energy, but it wasn’t focused 
on anything. It was simply there. 


..Although it’s only there. 
Shiroe knew it, too. 
There was nothing for him to unleash this emotion on. 


There probably was a villain somewhere, of course. The Hamelin guild 
certainly wasn’t good. If he got the opportunity, Shiroe wouldn’t mind fighting 
them the way he’d fought the Briganteers. 


Still, even if Hamelin was bad, they were just a small-time villain. Hamelin 
wasn’t behind Akiba’s current situation. All sorts of things that “couldn’t be 
helped” had piled up, one on another, to make the atmosphere in Akiba what it 
was. That atmosphere was what he couldn’t stand. 


Besides, Shiroe was well aware that, if he turned that feeling on Hamelin 
exclusively, he’d be punishing them for something that wasn’t their doing. 


Shiroe walked, holding his breath. 
There was nothing cool about taking things out on other people. 
He didn’t want to lash out at someone just to make himself feel better. 


That left Shiroe unable to vent the pitch-black emotion inside him. To Shiroe, 
taking it out on Hamelin would make him even worse than they were. 


But in that case... 
In that case, he had nowhere to vent the feeling. 


So Hamelin was a small-time villain. Fine. 


Who was the main villain? 
Who was in the wrong? 


Was it the big fighting guilds, who must have had an inkling of how their EXP 
Pots were supplied, but were turning a blind eye to it in order to increase their 
power? 


Was it the newbies, who were fully aware they were being exploited, but had 
relaxed into the fact that they were weak and let the idea of being “protected” 
hold them captive? 


Was it the small and midsized guilds, who knew there was inequality between 
the guilds and had come together in order to do away with it, but had gotten 
distracted by their own interests, failed to cooperate, and could do nothing but 
squabble with one another? 


Was it all the players who knew that the atmosphere in the town was 
deteriorating but just stood by and watched, irresponsibly acting as if it had 
nothing to do with them? 


Yes. That was wrong. 
They were all wrong. 


Still, those “wrongs” were small ones; for the most part, the people in 
question were nothing more than foolish or self-centered. None of them was 
the mastermind that lurked on the far side of all that was wrong. There was no 
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fairy-tale “evil” whose defeat would solve everything. This was nothing so 


simple or convenient. 
Everything was warping, little by little, and it was frustrating. That was all. 


Shiroe was there, too, in the midst of that distortion. Things were getting 
more and more uncomfortable in Akiba; a warped order was becoming 
established, and here he was, with a higher level and more equipment than the 
majority of Akiba’s citizens, and what was he doing? Nothing. He had a good 
grasp of the situation, and still he let the moments slip by, letting things pass 
without comment. 


There was no difference between him and the “unconcerned citizens of 


Akiba” that he found so irritating. Add in the fact that friends of his were 
personally involved in the problem, and he might be even worse. 


Although Marielle had said it had failed, they’d managed to start discussing an 
alliance of guilds. Shiroe himself hadn’t made it even that far. 


The fact that he—he—was thinking that the smaller guilds who could do 
nothing but squabble with one another were in the wrong was so pathetic and 
laughable that he bit his lip almost hard enough to bite through. 


I’m uncool. ...1 may be the least cool one here. 


At some point, he’d reached the crest of a bridge. An old, mossy stone bridge 
built in a European style spanned the Kanda River. When he leaned on the 
railing, the scent of water and the sound of ripples spread under the moonlight. 


... hen what should he do? 


Without consciously putting that feeling to work, Shiroe thought. He had the 
sort of personality that felt compelled to think when it encountered a problem, 
and it was also a “job” he’d grown used to, thanks to the Debauchery Tea Party. 


Story after story was set up and destroyed. 


Shiroe’s right hand held the red card soldiers, and the black card soldiers were 
in his left. They crossed paths, sounding the notes of logic with spears of denial 
and swords of assent. Meaningless facts were weeded out, possibilities 
examined, and deductions flowed away down the dark river. 


The answer wouldn’t come. How could it? He’d known from the start that 
there were no easy answers. Shiroe had been saddled with a handicap from the 
very beginning, one that was much too large. Not only that, it was a handicap 
he’d picked up by choice. 


Even thinking of it as a handicap is presumptuous. It’s just a bill: what | get for 
having done nothing but run away. I’m a solo player because that’s what | 
wanted to be. 


What would she have said? Shiroe lifted his gaze from the surface of the river 
to the moon. The pure white moon illuminated the predawn streets of Akiba 
with a luster like that of a highly polished fossil. 


She was a dynamic person... And she wasn’t like me; she wasn’t a coward, and 
she didn’t drag regrets behind her. 


He could picture her laughing with her big mouth wide open as she resolved 
everything with the force of a typhoon. He could also picture her tossing Akiba 
aside because it felt like too much work. 


The most realistic was probably the scenario in which, after she’d rampaged 
around saying and doing everything she wanted, she dropped the situation into 
his lap as homework: “You figure out a way to clean up the mess, Shiro! That’s 
fine, right?! Got a problem with it? Of course you don’t! You’re one of the best, 
Shiro, so get things squared away ASAP!” 


He called up the telechat function. 

Those two names on his friend list. 

Touya. Minor. 

The twin siblings who were probably in Hamelin. 


Right. He’d known as soon as he heard the story. Shiroe and the twins had 
gotten separated, and right now, they were probably caught up in this problem. 
..All because Shiroe had left them on their own. Because, in the instant the 
Catastrophe occurred, he had prioritized meeting up with his old friend 
Naotsugu. 


He wanted to help them. He wanted to help, no matter what it took. 
However, this wasn’t like when they’d gone to rescue Serara. 


For one thing, in the Crescent Moon League’s case, Marielle had been there. 
When Shiroe had rescued Serara, he’d done so as Marielle’s proxy. In other 
words, he’d been working for a client. 


Of course he’d wanted to save the girl, but he knew that somewhere he’d had 
an excuse available: “I’ve accepted a request. All I’m doing is carrying it out.” 


For another, although Shiroe wanted to rescue Touya and Minori now, even 
more than that, he wanted to do something about everything. He’d felt the 
same way during their escape from Susukino. Back then, although there hadn’t 
been many players in the same situation as Serara, there must have been a few 


others. On some level, Shiroe had felt bad about abandoning the rest of those 
players and rescuing only her. 


However, there, too, he’d used the fact that his current mission was to rescue 
Serara as an excuse, closed his eyes to the rest, and returned to Akiba. 


If he used a similar excuse again this time, Shiroe was sure he’d lose all ability 
to fight. 


Rescue the twins, then, and abolish the tyranny of the big guilds, improve the 
atmosphere in Akiba and establish a new order... Could Shiroe do something 
like that? He was a solo player, not affiliated with even a tiny guild, let alone 
one of the big guilds... And so the answer was no, he couldn't. 


Not even affiliated with a guild, hm...? 
The thought gave Shiroe a dull, penetrating pain. 


Now that he thought about it, Shiroe had always considered guilds to be 
something people belonged to. He’d felt they were nothing to do with him. 
Guilds had always been “there,” and whether that was good or bad, whether 
they suited him or not—he’d viewed them as an outsider. 


That attitude had been irresponsible. 
That was what he thought now. 


Wasn’t that just like the riffraff who talked about the current atmosphere in 
Akiba as though it was nothing to do with them, even though they lived there? 


Up until now, Shiroe had never participated in a guild, and he’d never had 
responsibilities toward one. On top of that, he’d forced his own preferences 
and convenience on others... The arrogance of that attitude staggered him. 


“Guilds. ...Guilds, huh...?” 
“Mew still dislike guilds, Shiroechi?” 


Nyanta appeared from the shadow of a building; a few fragments of asphalt 
scattered, clicking, as he moved. He narrowed his quiet eyes in a smile, asking a 
question of Shiroe’s monologue. 
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Shiroe was startled, but he shrugged his shoulders and moved over slightly, 
making room.

Shiroe thought his hatred of guilds had probably stemmed from several 
unfortunate encounters. His relationship with the Crescent Moon League, both 
before and after the Catastrophe, had softened his obstinate prejudice.

However, on the other hand, he also remembered the PKs he’d met near 
Akiba and the gang of would-be bandits he’d encountered in Susukino. It was 
true that the guild system was easily corrupted. In the big guilds, where turf 
wars were the normal way of things, it was easy to imagine that morals would 
deteriorate. 


“..Yes, those aspects may exist.” 
Nyanta responded to Shiroe’s thoughts. 


“On the other hand, though, incorruptible things aren’t to be trusted. Birth, 
illness, old age, and death are the underlying principles of the mewniverse. 
Anything born will rot. It will suffer from disease and pain and will grow old and 
weak. Someday it will die. That’s a painful thing, but if mew deny it, mew’re 
denying birth as well. | know mew know this, Shiroechi. Perhaps it was 
particularly comfortable ‘there,’ but that’s simply because we all tried to make 
it comfortable, and we did. Any treasure gained without cost or trouble is no 
treasure at all in the end.” 


.. Yes. He was right. 


Everyone had put in effort as a matter of course, and the work had seemed so 
natural that they hadn’t even realized it was work. Now, though, he knew how 
precious that had been and how much unseen effort the cat-eared friend 
beside him must have invested. 


It was the same sort of work Marielle did. 


How much support did the Crescent Moon League gain from her smile? Did it 
not give the guild a strength, one that not even a wealth of rare items nor gold 


coins could hope to match? 


That meant that if the town of Akiba had been comfortable until now, it had 
been because somebody somewhere was silently putting in invisible effort. 


“Captain... What should | do?” 

At Shiroe’s words, Nyanta looked up at the same moon. 
In the wind, his black ears flicked, then went still. 
“Mew should do the most incredible thing possible.” 
“Incredible... 2” 


Shiroe looked at Nyanta. His expression was as calm as ever, but in the 
moonlight, he looked even more mature than usual. 


“Mew hold back too much, Shiroechi.” 
He’d heard those words before, at some point, from Naotsugu. 
Shiroe chased their meaning, the meaning he had let slip past him back then. 


He thought seriously about what the words would have meant if they hadn’t 
just been said lightly, in the moment. 


What they meant. 

What he’d done for Naotsugu. 

What he’d done for Akatsuki. 

In other words, those two had already known... 

“I’ve been keeping them waiting?” 

“That’s right.” 

“And they did wait?” 

“That’s right.” 

“They stayed here with me, without going elsewhere... 
“That’s right.” 


They were waiting for me to invite them to my guild? 


Shiroe looked down. The lump in his chest, that black, ocean-like mass, 
rumbled and roared. The feeling he hadn’t been able to vent roiled under the 
lid he’d clamped down onto it, coming near to boiling over. 


The sounds of the summer insects. The quiet noise of the water. The pale 
moonlight. Shiroe stood stock-still in the midst of it, clenching his fists, 
desperately suppressing everything. 


They’d had expectations for him. 
They’d bet on him. 
They’d waited for him. 


He had pondered and analyzed and worried, or he thought he had. Why 
hadn’t he seen it? Had he really been that slow-witted? Even though his distrust 
of himself and his sense of inferiority were as high as a levee, the frozen 
restraints were being washed away by happiness, and familiarity, and trust. 


“Will | be in time?” 
“Of course.” 


“Captain Nyanta. You join, too. ...lt would make me really happy if you came 
with me. | need you there.” 


As he delivered the invitation, Shiroe watched Nyanta steadily. Nyanta 
laughed a bit self-consciously and said, “I’d like a good veranda.” 


“Sure,” Shiroe agreed. “We'll build you one. We’ll get you a fine veranda.” 


He wanted the most incredible thing. If he was allowed to want it. It came 
with a responsibility so huge that Shiroe couldn’t support it by himself, but he 
did have a plan. 


If he had friends who would shoulder it with him, then... 
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The dark room was damp. 


The uncarpeted floor was made of ancient concrete, and it absorbed heat like 
a sponge. This meant that even in early summer, at times like this, just before 
dawn, it was as cold as graveyard earth. 


Wrapped up tightly in her drab, dirty mantle, Minori turned over. She’d done 
it So many times already she’d lost track of how often. 


The night was long, and it felt endless. 


Maybe it was because her “bed” was much too hard and cold, or maybe it 
was her anxiety for the future. Her weary body wanted rest, but her sleep was 
shallow, and she woke easily at the smallest thing. 


Grinding pain was what she felt when her consciousness drifted up from the 
dark of night. All she could remember were indistinct dreams that grew vague 
and melted into the darkness, leaving only unease and regret. 


She spent most of the day cooped up in a tiny room, being forced to work as a 
Tailor, and her hands hurt as if the muscles were dead wood. Today, no matter 
how often she stroked them with her chilled fingers, the pain refused to recede. 


Her little brother Touya slept next to her, hugging his knees. 

Nearly twenty of her companions were asleep in this room. 

The guild Hamelin. 

It was a midsized guild that had advertised mutual aid for beginners. 
It was the guild Minori and Touya had joined. 


After the Catastrophe, the town had been engulfed in confusion and a feeling 
of claustrophobia. The sudden disaster had left everyone dazed; no one had 
known what to do. Minori thought the reason the town hadn’t erupted into 
large-scale riots in those first few days was that most of the players hadn’t 
known how to take what had just happened and had been hoping it might be 
some sort of elaborate joke. 


She and Touya had been the exact same way. 
For the first few hours, they hadn’t known what had happened. 


For a few days after that, although they knew what had happened, they 


hadn’t known why. 


The “why” was still unclear. What they finally did understand now was that 
those first few days had been terribly valuable and that, while they’d been 
distracted by the question Why did something like this happen?—a question 
that had no answer—they’d lost that time forever. 


Her memories of the days that followed were hazy. 


She remembered being hungry. They hadn’t really known how to eat. She’d 
bought several food items at the market and shared them with her brother 
Touya. When they tried to leave the town, they were attacked, and before they 
knew what was happening, they’d been stripped of everything they owned.

She remembered that when they took him to and from the hospital twice a 
month, she and Touya had only talked about silly, trivial things. He’d joke 
around about manga and the Internet like any other middle school boy. From 
what the doctor said, Touya’s exams were sometimes quite painful, but he 
never let it show. 


Sometimes Minori thought that Touya’s childish ways of speaking and acting 
were really intentional, something he did out of consideration for others. 


Minori thought Touya was a fine little brother. Of course, as his older sister, 
she also thought he was a dummy who acted like a little kid, got carried away 
easily, and didn’t think before he did things. 


Even if his legs wouldn’t work for 
him, and no matter what difficulties he ran into in the future, she was sure 
Touya would continue to be himself. 


Since that was the case, even if she’d only been born a few hours ahead of 
him, she had to fulfill her duty as his big sister. She was Touya’s guardian. When 
Touya had to do something, she wanted to provide him with the necessary 
power. 


A kind of respect—the sort of feeling that doesn’t grow easily between 
siblings, particularly when they are young—had made the two of them close. 


They’d started playing Elder Tales for a similar reason. 


After his exams, Touya was exhausted and unable to go out, and he’d shown 
an interest in an online RPG. The two of them were already tired of all the 
ordinary indoor games, and they’d wheedled their parents into letting them 
play the game (on the condition that they didn’t neglect their schoolwork). 


It was a world where Touya could run around as much as he wanted, without 
worrying about anyone else. Touya had been thrilled and enjoyed himself 
immensely, and the game had excited Minori as well; it was like nothing she’d 
ever experienced before.

—All of these characteristics made the faces of people she loved cloud over. In 
other words, they made her a burden. 


Here, in the world of the game, having a low level made you so much of a 
burden that it was almost considered a sin. 


She’d seen Shiroe from a distance, just once, after the Catastrophe. 
The moment she’d seen the tall shadow with glasses, she’d known it was him. 


Yet she hadn’t been able to call out to him. 


After all, next to that figure, grimy with blood and dust, were a heavily 
armored warrior, who seemed to be as much of a veteran as Shiroe, and a 
beautiful girl, like a fairy of the night. 


Shiroe had his own battles to fight. 


That thought kept Minori from approaching him. In this chaotic world, 
everyone had their hands full trying to protect themselves. How could she beg 
an acquaintance, someone who’d only played with them a handful of times, for 
help? 


When she closed her eyes, a menu opened behind her eyelids. 


Minori’s friend list was short: Her brother Touya. A few of the newbie players 
she’d met at Hamelin. ...And Shiroe. 


Shiroe’s name shone brightly, and she stroked it gently with an imaginary 
fingertip. 


To Minori, who’d lost nearly everything she could call her own, it was a 
treasure no one could take away. 


| wish we could have learned a little bit more from Shiroe... 


She pulled her mantle closer around her chilled body. Tonight’s darkness 
seemed even deeper than usual. The dull pain in her chest kept her from sleep. 


Suddenly, a soft bell-like tone sounded in Minori’s ear. 


She caught her breath sharply and then was startled at how loud it sounded 
there in the dark room. 


In her mind’s eye, Shiroe’s name—the one she’d just touched—was pulsing. 


She was afraid she might have triggered the telechat function by mistake, but 
when she checked, that didn’t seem to be the case. Shiroe was calling her. At 
this hour, just before dawn. 


The bell chimed again. 


Minori knew from experience that only she could hear it. Still, if she spoke, 
the Hamelin members might notice, and she risked waking her companions who 
slept nearby. 


Even so, it was hard for Minori to ignore the sound of the bell. 


Using her mental menu, she answered in a tiny, nearly inaudible voice. 
“Hello?” 


“Um... Good evening. This is Shiroe. Do you remember me?” 


It wasn’t just that the familiar voice was nostalgic. It seemed like a bridge to 
pleasant, distant days, and it made Minori’s heart spill over.

From what she had seen, Shiroe was a strong player with a compassionate 
personality. He wasn’t the type who would hesitate to help an acquaintance in 
trouble... The way he had, as ashamed as she was to admit it, helped the 
Crescent Moon League with Serara. 


On that expedition, Shiroe and his friends had been a fantastic proxy for the 
Crescent Moon League’s rescue party. No doubt they’d done dozens of times 


better than Henrietta and the others could have. If he felt he’d be useful and 
could do something well, Shiroe wouldn’t hesitate to lend a hand. 


But if it was the other way around? 


To Henrietta, in addition to being sensible and compassionate, Shiroe seemed 
like an introspective and very...clumsy young man.

EXP Potions from them. They’re most likely selling them off to bring in 
operating funds. | don’t think that in itself is unforgivable.—Not at this point, at 
least.

Shiroe, who’d always avoided joining a guild, had created a place for himself 
to belong. Henrietta couldn’t accurately gauge the implications, but she 
understood what Marielle’s tears meant. Henrietta’s friend, with her simple, 
genuine tendencies, was wishing Shiroe the best from the bottom of her heart. 


“Guild master. ...Would it be okay if we at least heard him out? I’m interested. 
We do a lot around town, and I’ve felt the bad atmosphere Mr. Shiroe 
mentioned. | was worried Akiba might stay this way forever. It’s been bothering 
me for a long time.” 


Shouryuu voiced his opinion briefly. 


As the Crescent Moon League’s combat team leader, he understood the 
circumstances, too. He knew he might make trouble for Marielle if he stuck his 
oar in unnecessarily. Still, in that sense, it sooke to how obviously torn Marielle 
herself was between wanting to help and wanting to protect the guild. 


Henrietta put in a few words of her own. 


“Yes, whether we can help or not will depend on the method. You know we 
couldn’t commit ourselves to a plan with no real prospects, Master Shiroe.” 


Beaten to the punch by her two subordinates, Marielle—who must have felt 
that she should be the one to take the brunt of any unpleasantness—seemed a 
bit embarrassed. Almost immediately, though, she added her own 
encouragement.

Everyone’s still underestimating things in 
this world, you see. It isn’t that big a deal. All we have to do is pull it in. Money 
is just the first step. It’s nowhere near the biggest obstacle.”

Henrietta’s consciousness expanded. 


Ripples spread out from Shiroe’s words. 
We’re not taking this other world seriously. We’re underestimating it. 


Why would Shiroe say a thing like that? What did he think they were 
underestimating? This was the world of Elder Tales. Yes, it was another world, 
but there was also no world they knew better. 


“You don’t need to think too deeply about what sort of capital it is or who it 
might belong to. The other guys have no intention of following the rules, either. 
Am | wrong? ...This is a place with no rules. There’s no need to voluntarily 
Sstraitjacket ourselves.” 


In a way, it was absurd. 


However, for that reason alone, Henrietta understood. She was probably the 
only one who did. Right now, she and Shiroe were the only ones in the room. 
I’m the only one who’s really hearing Shiroe. Henrietta was inexplicably sure of 
it. As that was the case, she needed to weigh decisions within that territory in 
Marielle’s place. 


What Shiroe was saying was:

Henrietta answered Marielle and Shouryuu’s startled cries with thoughts that 
were still a bit vague. She was currently making fine mental corrections to the 
plot she’d hit upon, fleshing it out. 


“Pulling together five million coins won’t be the end, will it? What do you plan 
to do after that?” 


If Henrietta’s instincts were correct, the young man in front of her had 
something truly stupendous in mind. 


The feeling she was picking up from him was that of someone who’d burn 
down a house to get rid of the rats or buy up a garment manufacturer because 
he wanted a T-shirt. 


No matter how preposterous a road it was, if that was the only road that led 
to his goal, Shiroe would take it. 


“Collecting five million is the first step. The hardest part comes after that. 
It’s...everyone’s good will and hope. If many of the guilds that live here in Akiba 
don’t care what the town turns into, then we’ll lose. However, if that happens, 
there was no help for it. If that proves to be the case, I'll feel no regret over 
losing that sort of town. That said, | believe it won’t. There must be more 
players who like Akiba than players who hate it. It’s a bit late for me to say this 
now, but | have no intention of demanding your cooperation as payment for 
Serara’s rescue. | came to you, the Crescent Moon League, because | need your 
help. | came because there are things | want you—Mari, and Miss Henrietta, 
and Shouryuu—to do. I'll ask again: Please help me.” 


Shiroe bowed his head deeply. 


Shouryuu gave a small nod. On seeing it, Marielle examined Henrietta’s 
expression. 


Shiroe was serious. He seriously thought this could be done, and he seriously 
intended to try. That was what had made Shouryuu want to hear the rest of his 


idea and what had made Marielle hesitate to make a decision. 


This young man was capable of risking himself for somebody else. However, 
wasn’t it harder for him to say, “Please help me,” than it was to put himself on 
the line? 


Henrietta thought that will was noble. 


If Shiroe was serious, then even if his opponent was all of Akiba, and even if 
the strategy was outrageous, he might be able to find a way to win. 


Henrietta’s severe financial executive’s instincts were telling her so in a 
whisper.

It feels like, if this keeps up, we’ll end up losing 
somethin’ critical. B-but listen... We aren’t a real prosperous outfit, so... Don’t 
go pullin’ a midnight disappearin’ act on us, all right? Even then, though, | guess 
we’d have to help. If we just keep on pretendin’ we don’t see, we’ll rot away 
inside; that’s a problem of the soul, after all. So, we’ll take that risk, too. ... 
C’mon, kiddo. Tell us how. If there was somethin’ we could do and we didn’t, | 
think we’d regret it forever.” 
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Starting the next day, they spent four days in planning, then began to 
implement the strategy. 


Calling the schedule “tight” would have been a massive understatement. Still, 
miraculously, in spite of the sort of bustle that made heads spin and the fact 
that things proceeded at a reckless pace that pushed everyone to their limit and 
beyond, everything was completed on schedule. 


The three who were behind the murderous schedule pinned its achievements 
and responsibility on each other. 


Marielle—Kansai dialect-speaking big-sister type, Crescent Moon League 
guild master, and universally beloved busybody—puffed out her ample chest 
with pride. “Our accountant’s a real hustler. | leave all the numbers to her, and 
she doesn’t misread one in ten thousand. If Henrietta went and threatened ’em 
with a ledger, demon in hell or trumpet-wieldin’ angel, they’d wet themselves 
right where they sat and apologize.” 


Shaking her abundant, wavy, honey-colored hair, Henrietta—the accountant 
in question—said, “My managerial abilities can only do so much. The really 
outrageous, earth-shattering thing is the craftiness of Master Shiroe’s merciless, 
remorseless plan. Why does he even have a ‘shiro’ in his name? ‘White’? Is that 
a joke? He really should call himself ‘Pitch-black Kuroe.’ If darling Akatsuki 
weren't around, I’d have to go ask to be held.” With an evaluation like that, it 
was hard to tell whether she was praising or vilifying him. 


As for Shiroe, who’d been so roundly disparaged, he adjusted his glasses as 
they were about to slip off and said, “Inasmuch as I’m aware I’m blackhearted, 


that’s kid stuff. It’s nothing compared to Mari’s natural charm. When she cheers 
them on with that smile of hers, exhausted guild members decide to work a 
little longer. | think even a zombie might come back to life and go into service to 
win praise from Mari.” He spoke with a straight face and seemed quite serious. 


At any rate, according to the schedule those three had set up, Akatsuki, 
Naotsugu, Nyanta, and all the members of the Crescent Moon League were 
worked until they were dead on their feet. For League members who didn’t yet 
have much experience, this was a life-or-death crisis. Spurred on by fierce 
encouragement from each other, the project participants were revived again 
and again, zombie-like, until they finished all the preparations and greeted the 
morning of the project’s launch. 


That morning. 


In the streets of Akiba—where, at the beginning of summer, the sun steadily 
rose earlier and the temperature was inching up—temporary shops appeared in 
three locations. Although showy, they seemed a bit cheap. 


The support pillar was made of bamboo, cut to a good size, and lashed 
together with lumber. Colorful valances swung from a big pavilion made from a 
sailcloth awning, so that it looked like an attraction or bazaar venue. There was 
a central platform that seemed to be a converted two-horse carriage and a 
wooden counter, which was the only truly splendid part of the whole outfit. 


The shapes of the venues varied slightly from location to location, but the 
banners that fluttered in the wind all said the exact same thing in vivid letters: 


Snack SHop Crescent Moon. 


In Akiba these days, it was rare to find any shop as lonely as a snack shop or 
dining hall. 


All food tasted the same, after all. 


As the settings in the Elder Tales game had dictated, there were pubs and 
taverns run by NPCs, and many inns would provide meals. However, all the food 
provided by these establishments tasted exactly the same. From cheap bean 
porridge to ultra-premium roast chicken, everything tasted like flavorless soggy 
rice crackers. There was no fatty richness to the food, and although it was 
damp, the sullen flavor made it oddly difficult to swallow. The more one ate, 


the more discouraged they got. 


It was the same with beverages. No matter what one ordered, although the 
colors were different, the smell and taste were just like plain well water. The 
one exception was alcoholic drinks, and even these tasted exactly like the 
others. They didn’t even have alcohol’s unique burn to them. One would just 
abruptly get drunk. 


Under the circumstances, no one frequented taverns or dining halls. 


Of course, there were a few people who'd visit in search of a place to sit down 
or take a break. There was potential demand for places with chairs lined up in 
the shade, as an alternative to standing and talking in the plaza. However, even 
those people didn’t visit for the food. 


They ordered the very cheapest food, and it was intended mainly as payment 
for the seat. 


In the current Akiba, most players purchased food items from NPCs or the 
market. 


Because all food items tasted the same, and apparently it was possible to get 
nutrients from them, cost had become the only basis of selection. 


Since high-level food items had the effect of temporarily raising player stats, 
the combat guilds sometimes requested them. However, that demand was very 
slight, probably less than 1 percent of the whole. 


To the overwhelming majority of players, food items were considered 
“universally disappointing livestock feed,” and they only ate them because if 
they didn’t their stomachs felt painfully empty. In that case, it was only natural 
that they’d go for the cheap stuff. 


As a result, a fierce price-cutting war broke out. 


The production of food items in this world was extremely fast. No matter how 
high-class the food item, all one had to do was select it from the menu and it 
would be done in ten seconds. 


Provided one had enough material, it was possible to make three hundred 
meals in an hour. Chef wasn’t a popular subclass, but even so, an explosion of 


cheap food items came into circulation on the market. 


For their part, the producers didn’t have to go out of their way to prepare 
high-level food items whose ingredients were hard to come by. In the current 
sluggish economy, it was possible to fill demand with low-level food items, and 
all they had to do was provide them at low cost. 


That sort of market logic brought prices down. Even though “eating” was 
consumption related to one of the three primitive desires and therefore 
something everybody had to do, and even though there was a regular volume 
of food item transactions, prices were at rock bottom. 


Why would anyone start a snack shop in a frigid business climate like that? 
The question was on the mind of every player in Akiba who happened to see 
the banners. 


These days, even Chefs tended to put their items directly on the market. It 
was less work that way, and more to the point, over-the-counter sales brought 
unbearable stress. That was only to be expected: To the people who purchased 
them, the food items they’d made were nothing but cattle feed. No craftsman 
wanted to sell food to the general public that even they thought was bad. What 
the creators really wanted was to have customers delighted by their wares’ 
delicious flavors, but no one saw that sort of smile anymore. At this point, there 
were no Chefs among the production classes who sold items from stalls. 


However, when the sun had climbed to a certain height, and there was a bit 
less than an hour before noon, ripples of surprise began to spread. 


They’d probably been made in the kitchen of some guildhall. A huge amount 
of parcels was delivered to each temporary shop, and an _ indescribably 
wonderful smell began to waft from them. 


It was the fragrant smell of browning oil. The alluring scent of mixed spices. 


At the same time, a woman with a gorgeous figure stepped forward and 
raised her voice, her long green hair swaying. 


“Stop by and give us a try! We’re Snack Shop Crescent Moon, open for 
business as of today! Is the flavorless yech of your everyday meals gettin’ you 
down? Have we got news for you! Come rediscover real food! You’re not even

gonna believe how tasty this is! It’s yum, yum, yummy! 


Marielle delivered her spiel at the top of her lungs; she was already feeling 
pretty desperate. 


The uniforms the guild’s Tailors had put together featured pure white 
blouses, tight-fitting skirts with pink pinstripes, and bright salmon-pink frilly 
aprons with big bows—the sort of uniform family restaurant waitresses or fast- 
food workers had worn in the old world. 


Serara, who was standing at the ready next to her, raised her small voice 
frantically, determined not to lose. 


“Thank you! Thank you! Thank you for your purchase!” 


She must have been incredibly nervous. They hadn’t sold a single item yet, 
but she was already thanking people profusely and handing out flyers. 


Crescent Burger: fifteen gold coins. Super Crescent Burger: thirty gold 
coins. Crispy Chicken (one piece): eighteen gold coins; (three pieces): fifty 
gold coins. Fish and Chips (small): ten gold coins; (large): twenty gold 
coins. Black Rose Tea (cup): five gold coins; (canteen): fifteen gold coins. 


The flyers had a header that read “Grand Opening” and a menu. 


Compared to a hamburger shop on Earth, the menu was pretty poor, but for 
the players of Akiba, it was more than enough to provoke nostalgia. 


Spurred on by the savory smells and idle curiosity, several players made 
purchases. 


Even the most diplomatic couldn’t have called the prices economical. As a 
matter of fact, they were expensive. 


In Akiba, a night in the cheapest room at an inn cost at least ten gold coins. 
One meal’s worth of food items could be purchased for five. Viewed that way, 
the cost per meal here was three to six times higher than usual. This was not a 
minor expense. 


However, at the same time, it wasn’t an impossible amount. 





Surviving in this other world didn’t cost all that much. As far as places to sleep 
were concerned, provided one had a sleeping bag, if worst came to worst, they 
didn’t even need to rent a room. 


There were lots of ruined buildings. Simply taking shelter from the evening 
dew didn’t cost anything. As far as food went, the market was overflowing with 
cheap items, and clothes and equipment didn’t need to be replaced all that 
frequently. 


Of course there were always more luxurious options to aspire to, but if one 
was frugal, it was possible to live on fifteen gold coins a day. The running costs 
that any endeavor incurred, such as guildhall maintenance fees and overhaul 
fees on weapons and equipment, made it difficult to save up large sums of 
money in this world, but it was easy to earn enough to keep oneself going from 
day to day. 


A price of a thousand gold coins would have made players hesitate, weighing 
that cost against the cost of a magic item, but ten-odd gold coins was practically 
pocket money, an amount no one worried about spending. 


Driven by that mentality, the onlookers purchased several items. 


Marielle and Serara charmed customers who’d made purchases with smiling 
hospitality. The young male guild members who'd carried the parcels from the 
hall where they’d been prepared also smiled and yelled, “Thank you very 
much!” in chorus with Marielle and Serara. 


When—half-hopeful, half-curious—the onlookers took the first bite, the 
shock nearly knocked them off their feet. 


“Wha—?! Wha—?! What the heck is this?!” 


It tasted. Put into words, that was all it was, but from the thrill that ran 
through the people who experienced it, the world might as well have turned 
inside out. 


The meat tasted like meat. 


The lettuce was juicy and refreshing enough to rinse away the grease from 
the meat, and the tomato added just the right acidity. 


The sweetness of the lightly browned bread. The smoothness of the butter. 
The spicy bite of the mustard. 


Each taste was novel and deeply moving. 


The food was far from perfect. In the old world, it would have been closer to 
home cooking than restaurant fare, and the taste wasn’t so exquisite that it 
could have graced the first pages of a gourmet magazine. However, in this 
world, it was easily the best flavor there was. 


The players ate as if in a dream, fighting back tears. 


This was, without a doubt, the best thing any of them had ever eaten in their 
entire lives. Before that thought even had time to sink in, the hamburgers were 
gone. 


They even licked up the meat juice that had dripped onto the paper wrappers. 
No one thought it was embarrassing. 


If they'd had the wherewithal to feel embarrassed, they would have made 
themselves stop crying. 


In less than an hour, the same shock they’d experienced had run through the 
streets of Akiba. 


The event was revolutionary, as if people who’d seen only in monochrome 
had abruptly been given full true-color vision. 


Suddenly, the people of Akiba seemed to realize just how dispirited they’d 
been. Everyone had forgotten how important it was for food to taste good. 
They’d given up on it.

Since most of the Crescent Moon League 
members were midrange players, this sight was only natural, and the players 
deserved praise for lasting as long as they had. 


However, sparing only a glance or two for the fallen sales team, Shiroe and 
Henrietta continued their battle with the paperwork, working as though they 
were running from the demons of hell. 


A corner of the room held stacks of paper and inkpots, generated through 
Shiroe’s Scribe skills. Pulling several dozen sheets from the stack, Henrietta 
silently documented the latest figures. Then she heaved a great sigh and raised 
her head. 


“I’ve finished the totals for today.” 

“Good work.” 

At her words, Shiroe looked up as well, letting his hand fall still. 
“If you'd like to reward me, give me Akatsuki.” 

“...|. won't give her to you, but you can cuddle her for an hour.” 
“My!” 


Averting his eyes from Henrietta—who was wriggling with joy, her own eyes 
sparkling—Shiroe picked up a nearby sheet of paper covered in figures. 


“The percentage wasted was lower than we expected, wasn’t it?” 


“That’s because the customers never stopped coming. We sold the entire 
amount we’d planned on.” 


“,...Meaning it’s going to be an issue of laying in materials...” 
“Yes, it will.” 


The figures in front of them were within the estimated range. As a matter of 
fact, they looked quite good, but that didn’t mean there were no problems. This 
huge sales operation had harnessed the full power of the Crescent Moon 
League, but since they were dealing in food, they were bound to run through 
materials. 


During the preparations period, they’d hunted monsters and animals that 
dropped items, building up their stores, and even today, the day the shops had 
opened, a party that had included Naotsugu and Shouryuu had been organized 
and sent out to gather materials. Still, if they kept burning through them at this 
rate, their materials would only last four days. 


“.. The materials really won’t stretch.” 
“Shall we start buying?” 
“We'll have to see what Mari says about it.” 


Shiroe and Henrietta fiddled with several more figures, running simulations of 
different models. What if they pared down the menu or increased their 
offerings? What if they raised the prices or lowered them? 


No matter what combination they used, their stores of materials wouldn’t last 
five days. The Crescent Moon League was a small guild, and apparently this was 
the limit of their storeroom and manpower. 


“’Scuse the intrusion, you two. ...Wait, it’s my room anyway.” 


Just as the two of them finished their review and reached for their tea, the 
door opened wide and Marielle entered the office. She probably hadn’t been 
drawn there by their conversation, but Marielle—elated and showing no signs 
of fatigue—approached them with her usual bright smile and ruffled Shiroe’s 
hair. 


“Well done, kiddo. You, too, Henrietta.” 


She hugged Henrietta tightly to her generous bosom, but Henrietta seemed 
used to it; she only greeted her with a nonchalant “Welcome back, Mari.” 


Without heading for her work desk, Marielle claimed a chair at the 
conference desk and filled their glasses, including one for herself, from a bottle 
of black-leaf tea she said she’d filched from the kitchen. When they sold it at 
the shop, they changed the name to Black Rose Tea, but it had nothing to do 
with roses. The name was just a reflection of Henrietta’s tastes. 


“And? How were our Sales, y’all?!” 
As she questioned them, Marielle’s eyes sparkled. 


At times like this, she really sounds like an Osakan... Well, it’s cute, so | guess 
it’s not a problem. 


While Shiroe hid a sigh, Henrietta began to report their numbers. 


“Our sales totaled 43,776 gold coins. We had 1,159 customers, and the 
average customer spent thirty-eight coins. We sold out of the Crescent Burgers 
and Super Crescent Burgers. Except for the Black Rose Tea, all other items sold 
out as well.” 


“Wow! That’s fantastic! Forty thousand coins... Compared to our monthly 
budget, that’s, um...” 


“Forty times greater.” 
“Yep, forty!! What a haul! If we keep this up, we’ll hit five million in no time!” 


Marielle broke into a cheerful little dance, still facing the conference desk. 
Stealthily averting his eyes from her swaying chest, Shiroe checked her 
enthusiasm. “We won’t make it in time, Mari. Not even close.” 


“Oh?” 


“Think about it. That’s a hundred and twenty days. It would take us four 
months.” 


“But we had to turn away so many customers! If we’d wanted to sell, there 
were plenty of folks who wanted to buy. If we just lay in more stock...” 


Raising a hand to interrupt Marielle’s words, Shiroe objected. 


“We probably have tens of thousands of potential customers. There are over 
fifteen thousand players here in Akiba. That isn’t the problem. The problem is in 
the number of Crescent Moon League members and how that affects the 
number of shops and the amount of merchandise we can arrange for.” 


“Is it?” 


Marielle looked troubled, as if she hadn’t completely understood. Henrietta 
explained in careful detail. 


“Yes, he’s correct. If it takes one salesclerk three minutes to hand the 
customer their merchandise and ring them up, that salesclerk can process 
twenty customers per hour.

Even if we made every Crescent 
Moon League member a salesclerk, the most they could handle would be four 
thousand customers per day.

In that sense, | think the 
plan we set up has the best balance of members assigned to sales, the kitchen, 
odd jobs, and procurement. And when we conducted sales with that balance, 
the results were...”

“Slightly over one thousand customers, an amount nearly equal to the 
number of visitors. ...In other words, at the Crescent Moon League’s size, no 
matter how much the users want the items, we won’t be able to handle more 
than one thousand customers per day.”

On having this pointed out to her, Marielle frowned, her eyebrows drawing 
together in disappointment.

The fortune right in front of my nose blinded me for a 
sec. ...Still, we do need money, don’t we? You said if this keeps up, it’ll take us 
over three months. If we won’t make it in time that way, then... Should we do 
that other thing? Will it work?” 


Henrietta smiled at Marielle’s timid question. 


“Don’t worry. No merchant worth his salt would refuse. I’m the one telling 
you, so rest assured it’s true. Any simpleton that daft would qualify to be 
guillotined by Pareto optimality.” 


At Henrietta’s beaming face, Shiroe gave a wry smile of his own. 


The trajectory the project was following was almost exactly what he’d 
anticipated. 


A team play by the two of them will probably be quite a sight...

Just as he’d sworn in front of 
Naotsugu and Nyanta, Marielle and the others. 


No, even the question of whether he was worthy or not was arrogant and 
pointless. The important thing now was to make the operation in front of him 
succeed. The path toward fulfilling his responsibility as the one who’d 
suggested this plan—a plan that required everyone’s strength—lay, just barely, 
in doing this over and over. 


“V’ll lay the groundwork for the conference. Everything we’re doing now is 
advance preparation. Let’s move forward with plans for the festival without 
tipping our hand.” 
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Kneading her fingers together nervously, Marielle sighed for the umpteenth 
time. In public, she smiled as though she was full of self-confidence, but she had 
absolutely no confidence when attempting something she had no experience 
with.

In other words, vanguard 
warriors wore plate armor. The attackers, in the middle, wore chain mail or 
leather armor. 


Healers differed widely from each other, but Clerics like Marielle could wear 
comparatively heavy equipment, meaning that a lightweight breastplate and 
leather armor, a tunic, and mantle were probably appropriate. Although it was 
possible to customize it by adding one’s guild’s crest or dyeing it a little, it 


wasn’t easy to change the appearance of equipment that had been chosen to 
be functional.

Elder Tales might have been a medieval European fantasy RPG, but its designs 
weren't strictly traditional.

This other matter is something we want 
to ask of the Marine Organization, the Roderick Trading Company, and 
Shopping District Eight equally.” 


Henrietta tilted her head slightly. 
Negotiations were all about reading each other’s cards. 
In that sense, Henrietta had been placed in a very dangerous position. 


Henrietta’s group had brought up this topic. That meant that unless they 
disclosed their information to a certain extent, the talks couldn’t advance. 
However, the very act of giving up information meant showing their cards. 


One of her advantages was that the other parties wanted profit. To them, 
Snack Shop Crescent Moon looked like tasty, lucrative bait. 


In addition: 


As long as we hold the initiative in these negotiations, we’ll always get to 


decide what information to release and what to conceal. 


Almost as if she were playing chess, Henrietta organized their information 
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into “can reveal” and “shouldn’t reveal” at high speed. 


Shiroe had given Henrietta one condition with regard to these negotiations: 
She was not allowed to lie. 


Since they were all trying to read one another’s cards, and she wasn’t allowed 
to bluff, this was a significant handicap. When she thought of future 
developments, she could understand that this condition was absolute, but she 
couldn’t deny that it placed her at a slight disadvantage. 


Master Shiroe certainly does make unreasonable demands. ...I’Il have to have 
him lend me sweet Akatsuki to make this worth it. Aah, darling Akatsuki! That 
jet-black, glossy, beautiful hair... She’s just like a doll! 


Beside Henrietta—who’d started fantasizing, her cheeks faintly flushed— 
Marielle had a small warning coughing fit. 


“..Oh. | beg your pardon. The topic at hand, then: The Crescent Moon League 
is currently planning a large-scale operation. You may consider it a—a type of 
challenge. However, the Crescent Moon League doesn’t have enough power to 
carry out this challenge. To that end, we’d like to ask for your support.” 


“Hm... A quest, is it?” 


Henrietta didn’t answer Roderick’s words with either yes or no. She only 
lowered her eyes slightly, curving her lips into a crescent of a smile. 


| do believe he’s been kind enough to misinterpret me... 


Quests were a type of mission in Elder Tales. They were sequential adventures 
that could be triggered by a request from a non-player character, or by a book 
or clue, and their content was quite diverse. 


For example, an old villager might ask one to go find his daughter in the 
woods and bring her back. Or to clear a certain cavern of goblins. Or to bring 
back a manticore spine from the swamp. The term quest spanned nearly every 
possible type of mission. 


In Elder Tales, which didn’t have a clear story the way ordinary off-line RPGs 


did, quests were the game’s story. The decision of which and how many quests 
to accept was left to individual players. However, Elder Tales had encompassed 
several hundred thousand, or even several million, quests since the days when 
it was just a game, and no player had a clear grasp of the full picture. 


Just as there were many different types of quests, the rewards given for 
quests were diverse, too: They could be experience points or gold coins, items, 
knowledge of magic, or a right of some sort. Rare rewards included training in 
magic or recipes for the production classes. 


Roderick had misinterpreted Henrietta’s “challenge” to mean “quest.” Not 
only that, but from the words /arge-scale operation, he assumed that the quest 
couldn’t be completed by an individual player; it would require multiple players 
or possibly even a huge group larger than a party. 


The operation that was currently under way was the sale of the knowledge of 
the new cooking method in exchange for funding. However, to Henrietta, the 
new cooking method seemed more like a type of idea or realization. 


If they let even a little bit of information slip, the sharp production guild 
leaders might pick up on the method, even without being told anything specific. 
In fact, there was no telling when someone from another guild might catch on, 
at least to some of it. 


In light of these circumstances, Henrietta had chosen to use this “guidance” 
strategy. She’d use her negotiation partners’ suspicions and rivalry to get them 
to say the words she wanted them to hear.

“What sort of support does your group need, Mari?” 


Calasin’s question was another assist Henrietta had foreseen. Without 
answering right away, she gazed into the eyes of the three men. 


Making it seem as though she was having trouble making up her mind was 
another necessary part of negotiations. 


Beside her, she knew her ally Marielle was spreading around that brilliant 
sunflower smile of hers. The three young men seemed to be looking at 


Marielle’s and Henrietta’s faces in turn. 


Well, Mari’s gorgeous. She really is. If only she weren't so very tall, she’d be 
just my type, and I’d take her home and hug her like a body pillow... Oh there, 
see? He’s blushing. Master Calasin is sweet on Mari. How adorably innocent... 


Actually, all three were looking at, then averting their glances from, both the 
sunny Marielle and the moonlike Henrietta, but Henrietta didn’t notice the 
attention directed at herself. 


Several moments after she’d organized what she needed to say, Henrietta 
opened her mouth. 


“Before | tell you what we need, let me explain our system. Unless | clarify the 
forces we have lined up, you may not trust me. The director of this large-scale 
progressive operation is Master Shiroe.” 


Henrietta had taken a gamble. 


This dialogue hadn’t been part of her instructions from Shiroe, and she didn’t 
have Marielle’s permission. Henrietta didn’t know how much significance 
Shiroe’s name would have. She’d heard that he was a veteran player with a long 
career in the game and that he had some very unexpected acquaintances, but 
in that case, she didn’t know why Shiroe was on friendly terms with a small 
guild like the Crescent Moon League or, for that matter, why he wasn’t 
affiliated with a guild.

From what Henrietta 
knew, those were items that an ordinary veteran player shouldn’t even have 
had access to.

Although he’d muttered it in a very small voice, Michitaka had definitely said 
it. 

“We’ve asked Master Naotsugu to hold the front line, Miss Akatsuki to act as 
the attacker, and Master Nyanta to be the point guard. Incompetent as we are, 


Marielle and | will form the rear guard. In addition to these, we intend to 
execute the operation with the Crescent Moon League members and other 
interested persons.” 


Henrietta let her words end there. Surreptitiously, she watched for 
Michitaka’s reaction. 


She was certain he’d responded to Shiroe’s name and to a few of the others. 
However, he’d repressed the reaction, and she didn’t know what it had meant. 
Yet even so, he had reacted. She was sure of it. 


In other words, Master Shiroe really does have a chance at victory. 
Shiroe’s name had meant something. 


“I’ve just given you an outline of our core members. We would like to request 
your support in order to make up the remaining shortfall. ...That shortfall is 
capital. At present, we are in need of five million gold coins.”

There had, of course, been previous quests whose accomplishment required 
money. It might have been bribes during a mission or payment for training. If 
one included quests whose missions required a certain item to accomplish— 
which meant that players needed money in order to purchase said item at the 
market—in a broad sense, “expenditures” were necessary in about a quarter of 
all quests. 


However, five million gold coins was far too much. It would have been an 
unthinkable sum for any quest meant for individual players. ...On the other 
hand, if this were a type of legend-class or wide-ranging quest, the amount 
wasn’t impossibly large. 


Taking into account the fact that they hadn’t heard rumors of such a thing, 
was it a completely unknown quest? There was a good possibility that it was. It 
might be a brand-new quest, one introduced with the Homesteading the 
Noosphere expansion pack, a quest no one knew about. They didn’t yet know 
exactly what sort of content Homesteading had included, but they’d heard 
reports that the current level-90 maximum was being raised, and that meant it 


might have been aimed at characters above level 90. 


If it was a long quest, would it be the sort of large-scale quest in which a 
sequence of multiple quests formed a story? If that was the case, in long quests 
such as those, each time an individual quest ended, players could expect to gain 
a certain reward. 


In long quests, it was normal for players to be given small rewards at each 
important point, to keep their motivation up. 


.. That was probably what was going through the three men’s heads. 


People tend to assume that information they want to believe is true. She’d 
heard this often from her stock-trader father. The three were gravitating 
toward the desire to believe in this tale of an absolutely unknown quest. 


Henrietta asked Marielle to take out what they’d brought. 
What she took out was black tea and custard pudding. 


“Go ahead, help yourselves! That’s our new offerin’. It’s nice and sweet! It’s 
made with Roc eggs.” 


Marielle urged the three men on with a cheerful smile. They were astonished, 
both by the delicious flavors and by what they’d just heard. 


Rocs were monsters whose levels were 85 or higher. A recipe made with their 
eggs... That would be a completely unknown recipe, most certainly higher than 
level 90, wouldn’t it? 


“Of course, we aren’t asking you to give us the money for free. After the 
completion of this large-scale operation, we are prepared to give detailed 
information regarding the operation to all three of you. We have also asked our 
Scribe to copy the cooking method we currently employ and the methods we 
have learned while making our attempt, and we intend to provide you with 
these as well.” 


To Henrietta and Marielle, the “operation” was a sort of neighborhood watch 
initiative with the goal of improving the atmosphere in Akiba. They didn’t yet 
know the details about where it would touch down—Shiroe was keeping that 
part vague. 


However, with an initiative like that one, there would be no detailed 
information to reveal. Once things were over, it would be—and would have to 
be—as clear as crystal. Shiroe himself had declared that politics conducted 
behind closed doors could not maintain any kind of public order.

On top of that, Henrietta had clearly said, “The cooking method we currently 
employ and the methods we have learned while making our attempt.” If it came 
with that sort of reward, the quest probably involved production. From the 
activities of Snack Shop Crescent Moon, it could only be a new—and 
groundbreaking—food item recipe. Even if it was only a reward for Chefs and 
had nothing to do with the other production classes, it would be invaluable. 


The three of them had begun to believe the story they’d invented. 
Henrietta was sure she’d made it over the pass. 


That was how unprecedented these terms were. It would be strange for them 
not to accept. 


If they did refuse, it would be because they doubted some aspect of the tale, 
but the three men were completely caught up in the story of the unknown 
quest they’d imagined.

“We’re working with everything we have to raise funds. Including asset 
disposal and the Crescent Moon sales, we’ve managed to raise 500,000 gold 
coins. We still need 4.5 million. We thought that asking any one guild would 
drastically change the current balance. In that case, 1.5 million gold coins from 
each guild... How does that sound?”

In this world, a level-90 player could have anywhere from ten thousand to 
forty or fifty thousand gold coins on hand. In other words, those 1.5 million gold 
coins could be covered by contributions from about one hundred members. 


If the Marine Organization, the largest of the three guilds, took up a collection 
from its 2,500 members, the contribution would only be six hundred gold coins 
per person. 


Six hundred gold coins was no more than the cost of a suit of midrange armor.

“Shopping District Eight is in as well.” 


“All right. The Marine Organization will set you up with capital. Heck, if you 
want, we’ll fund the whole thing on our own.” 


“I'd have a problem with that. ...Are you planning to monopolize the profits?” 


As the three began to argue, Marielle said, “Oh, now, don’t be like that, y’all. 
Okay? C’mon. Play nice, for my sake.” 


At these words from Marielle, who’d smiled through the entire talk, the three 
had no choice but to back down. After all, the Crescent Moon League held the 
initiative in the discussion.

Negotiatin’s hard, isn’t it...” 


Marielle sounded sincerely miserable. Even though Henrietta was completely 
worn out, she couldn’t fight back a giggle. 


“What are you saying, Mari? If you hadn’t smiled like that, we wouldn’t have 
had a chance in these negotiations.” 


The smile Henrietta gave Marielle was filled with deep gratitude. Without 
Marielle’s beaming sunflower smile, they’d never have been able to separate 
those three veteran players from their money. 


..And so Henrietta and Marielle acquired five million in campaign funds.

It was a bright moonlit night. 


A dry wind, still warm with the afternoon’s heat, blew across a crumbling 
station platform over which lightning bugs flitted. It was a concrete plateau 
about two hundred meters in length, mounted on an elevated structure, and it 
commanded a view down over Akiba’s central plaza. 


In the real world, it had been a platform at Akihabara Station. 


The rails and support posts had rusted away long ago, and it was covered with 
unidentifiable weeds and moss. The buildings to the right and left of the 


platform bore what could have been the scars of a great crash: They seemed to 
have been struck with terrific force partway up, and their tops were broken and 
jagged. 


The moonlight threw the dark spearhead shadows of the buildings across the 
platform’s marbled green and concrete surface, and in the midst of it all stood 
two tall shadows. 


Shiroe and Nyanta. 

“| think the wind’s picked up a bit, don’t mew?” 

“Yes, it has.” 

Shiroe looked up at the moon, shading his eyes with one hand. 


Possibly because the wind ruffled his hair, making a few strands catch on his 
eyelashes, he narrowed his eyes behind his glasses and spoke slowly. 


“It’s still a little while before midnight, | think... We’ve probably got a bit of 
time left before Soujirou comes. Captain Nyanta, do you want to sit down 
somewhere?” 


“No, no. Thanks for meowr consideration, but I’m not quite such a run-down 
oldster.” 


“| didn’t say it because | thought you were old.” Shiroe shrugged. 
“Are mew not looking forward to seeing Soujicchi, Shiroechi?” 
“Um. Mm...” 

The question made Shiroe think a bit. 


“It’s not that | don’t want to see him. | just feel a little guilty. When Soujirou 
formed his guild, he invited me to join, so... It’s awkward.” 


“He did, did he?” 
“He didn’t invite you, Captain Nyanta?” 


“If memory serves, | wasn’t logging in regularly back then. | don’t remember 
getting an invitation.” 


“I see...” 


They were waiting for Soujirou Seta. 
He was an old friend of Nyanta, Shiroe, and Naotsugu. 


He was also a Samurai and Master Swordsman, and one of the eight former 
Debauchery Tea Party members in this world. 


In a way, Soujirou was one of the players who’d been most influenced by the 
Debauchery Tea Party. Not only was he hardworking and earnest, he was kind. 
When the Debauchery Tea Party had decided to disband, it might have been 
Soujirou who missed it most. 


Samurai were skilled with a variety of Asian weapons, but the essence of 
these was the katana. The term katana covered many varieties: Tachi, the 
traditional longsword. Kodachi, smaller short swords. Wakizashi, or side swords, 
meant to be worn in pairs, and the main Samurai weapon—the uchigatana, or 
“striking sword.” In Elder Tales, generally speaking, swords made of steel that 
emphasized superior attack power were called tachi, and lighter swords that 
emphasized speed and handling and were easy to swing were called 
uchigatana. 


Soujirou was an uchigatana master. 


His techniques, which hid their strikes in elegance instead of speed, were 
nearly impossible to follow, even if one strained their eyes. Soujirou could parry 
an attack from a giant who could snap great trees in two, and even Sand Cricket 
Armor, which could block an attack from an iron hammer, was useless against 
him. 

“There’s a knack to it, sir,” Soujirou had said with a slightly bashful smile. 

Naotsugu had left the game, and at the same time, due to a variety of 
personal circumstances, several of their other companions had left Elder Tales 


as well. By all accounts, Captain Nyanta had also nearly stopped playing for a 
while or had at least not logged in frequently. 


In the midst of that, Soujirou had headed the list of members who had stayed 
in Elder Tales. “| don’t want to let the Debauchery Tea Party go to waste,” he’d 
said and started his own guild.

Of course, in a full-scale battle, he’d probably wear 
armor; this was how he equipped himself when in town. 


“| hear mew started a guild. How goes it?” 


“| did; thank you for asking. It was going pretty well, but then the Catastrophe 
hit, so...” 


Soujirou shrugged. 

His expression made Shiroe realize something unexpectedly. 

Now that he thought about it, he himself, Naotsugu, Nyanta, Soujirou—none 
of them seemed to be the least bit discouraged by the Catastrophe. This way of 
taking things as half sightseeing and half adventure, no matter how bad the 


circumstances were, might have been in the genetics of the Debauchery Tea 
Party. 


“Are Nazunacchi and Mistress Saki still with mew?” 


“Nazuna is. Saki’s part of the guild, but... It looks as if she wasn’t logged in at 
the time of the Catastrophe.”

Soujirou had taken a vague thought that was on everyone’s mind and stated it 
clearly. Shiroe agreed: If one thought of it that way, it was only natural that they 
would feel trapped. 


“So it is painful, you know. | don’t think it’s good. Under circumstances like 
these, people tend to resort to bullying the weak. As a matter of fact, my guild 
has been talking about leaving town.” 


“You're leaving Akiba?” 


“No, | just meant the idea has come up,” Soujirou said. “We haven’t made 
specific plans or anything. Besides, it’s convenient to be headquartered in town.

If, as Nyanta had said, birth and death were constants for all things, and effort 
was necessary to ensure long life, then as the one who’d created and protected 
the West Wind Brigade, Soujirou had nourished it properly with love and paid 
for it through hard work. If he was going to borrow that strength, Shiroe 
couldn’t avert his eyes. 


And even more so, because he himself hadn’t tried to cultivate anything. 


Soujirou looked mildly startled, but then he nodded, seeming satisfied. Shiroe 
continued. 


“First, | want you to talk to the people around you about how the current 
atmosphere in Akiba is bad. Tell them that if this keeps up, things will go to 
seed. If you'd let that travel to the other major guilds as well, I’d really 
appreciate it.” 


“Yes, that’s fine. That’s something everyone already feels, though, on some

“Still, | think it’s important to put it into words. If you can make them aware 
that the West Wind Brigade thinks this and might even take action, it will have 
enough of an effect. Second, you should be getting an invitation in a few days. If 
possible, I’d like you to stay in Akiba until that day. It’s an invitation to a 
conference. I’d like to settle things at that conference somehow.” 


“| understand.” 
Soujirou agreed easily with a nonchalant smile. 
“You're sure you don’t need to ask about the particulars of the operation?” 


“Well, you’re busy, aren’t you, Mr. Shiro? I’d hate to take up your time with 
things like that. Besides, I’m a vanguard lunkhead, and you’re the Tea Party’s 
top strategy counselor. Even if you told me, I’m sure | wouldn’t understand half 
of it.” 


The words were so warm that Shiroe flinched. 


He’d never thought that Soujirou would trust him this much, after they’d 
been apart for over a year and after he’d shrugged his hand off once already. 


“Mew’re a good boy, Soujicchi.” 
“Only because you praise me for it, Sage Nyanta.” 


Soujirou smiled as he spoke. Then his expression tensed, and he looked at 
them both squarely. 


“On a completely different note: Mr. Shiro, Sage Nyanta... Would you join the 


West Wind Brigade? It would make Nazuna happy, too, | think. We’re all pretty 
good-natured. Right now we’re taking turns exploring the outlying areas, 
working to uncover information about the new expansion pack. | know this may 
sound forward, but... That strategy you’re putting into action, Mr. Shiro. 
Wouldn’t it be more efficient if you worked under the auspices of the West 
Wind Brigade?—Or is that out of the question?” 


Soujirou had straightened up, standing formally. His suggestion made sense, 
but Shiroe couldn’t agree to it now. Last week, he might have been able to. At 
this point, though, Shiroe already had a home. 


“You really do dislike me, then?” 
Soujirou sounded dejected. Shiroe had shaken his head. 


Even as he thought, That’s the second time I’ve turned down an invitation 
from Soujirou, Shiroe touched his shoulder. 


Nyanta’s words had finally given Shiroe a clear picture of what it was he 
needed to do. It was what he’d kept his eyes turned away from. 


By taking advantage of Naotsugu and Akatsuki’s kindness and by letting 
Nyanta protect him, he’d managed to go without saying it until now. 


“It really isn’t that, Soujirou. ...Listen. | realized it was about time | made a 
place for myself. I’ve been running away from tiresome things that happened 
years ago, and | ran all the way here, but | finally realized | need to be one of 
the people who protects things, too. I’ve formed my own guild. It doesn’t have 
many members yet, and we’ve just barely begun, but... | finally realized that the 
place where | belong can’t exist until | make a place for other people to belong.” 


As Soujirou gazed at him as though he were meeting him for the first time, 
Shiroe slowly told him about his resolution. 
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Following the opening of Snack Shop Crescent Moon, the town of Akiba grew 
livelier. 


Although it was just food and drink, it was food and drink. 


Up until this point, the people of Akiba had eaten food that had absolutely no 
flavor, and these new delights captivated them in the blink of an eye. For the 
most part, Crescent Moon meals were take-out fare, and they certainly weren’t 
lavish by the standards of the old world. In this other world, however, they 
were welcomed as the finest delicacies. 


The original three-shop supply system wasn’t able to keep up with demand, 
and a few days after the initial opening, a fourth shop opened. Slices of pizza— 
kept warm on an iron sheet heated by a Salamander that was conjured by one 
of the Crescent Moon League’s Summoners—and custard pudding made with 
sweet cream had been added to the menu, and these proved wildly popular as 
well. 


The citizens of Akiba had known from the very beginning that Snack Shop 
Crescent Moon was run by the Crescent Moon League, which was only a small 
guild. Some were critical of the fact that a minor guild was monopolizing the 
new recipes, but in the game world, justice was considered to be on the side of 
the one who achieved results fastest, and the criticisms were ignored. 


As a practical problem, the Crescent Moon League received threatening 
letters telling them to publish the new recipes, but even the people in question 
knew they had no real grounds for complaint. 


About the time the fourth shop opened, a rumor began to spread through 


town. 


According to this rumor, the Crescent Moon League had joined forces with 
the three biggest production guilds in Akiba: the Marine Organization, the 
Roderick Trading Company, and Shopping District 8. 


The total membership of these three big production guilds was over five 
thousand. This was nearly a third of the entire population of Akiba, and it made 
for an enormous force. In fact, as if to corroborate that rumor, transactions for 
some of the food items on the market had picked up, and Shopping District 8 
seemed to be buying up materials. 


Although there were now four shops and the new menu items had increased 
the rate of customer turnover, demand far outstripped the Crescent Moon’s 
food supply. Even working together, it was all the shops could do to handle a bit 
less than 1,500 customers per day. 


Most of the people in Akiba had experienced the flavor of Crescent Moon’s 
delicious take-out hamburgers, and those who had wanted to repeat the 
experience. Now that they’d been reminded of the flavors they’d been used to 
in the old world, it was agony to return to a life of sodden, flavorless space 
food. 


It grew common for lines to begin forming at the Crescent Moon shops before 
dawn, and the shops started handing out numbered tickets to customers. 


This completely unexpected Crescent Moon boom had influenced several 
things for the better. 


First, Crescent Moon food was rather expensive. The cost of one meal was 
between three and six times the cost of a meal purchased at the market. Of 
course, there was no entertainment or anything else on which to spend money 
in Akiba, and very few users hesitated over spending an amount like that. 
However, although they didn’t hesitate, they needed to have the money to 
spend. 


Eating Crescent Moon hamburgers three meals a day, every day (if any player 
was lucky enough to be able to buy that much!), would cost 1,350 gold coins a 
month. 


Since it had hardly cost anything at all to live in Akiba up until now, there had 
been players who’d sat huddled in the ruins day after day, lost in the sorrow of 
being unable to return to the old world. The fact that even they now felt like 
earning a few coins was a huge change. 


For the first time in a very long while, public recruiting began in Akiba’s 
central plaza. This was a method of recruiting in which participants gathered 
and looked for companions to join them on temporary hunting expeditions, and 
it had nothing to do with any guild. This type of recruiting was rare in this other 
world, and it drew lots of attention in the plaza. 


When it was time for the parties to depart, all the clerks of the Crescent 
Moon shop located in the plaza waved and loudly chorused, “Have a good trip!” 


This probably had at least a little to do with the fact that the members of 
those temporary parties had bought canteens of Black Rose Tea before they 
left. 


Still, it was an odd, heartwarming sight, unlike anything witnessed in the era 
of the Elder Tales game. As they left Akiba, the members of the temporary 
parties had tickled, flattered smiles on their faces. 


In addition to that sort of individual economic activity, there were market 
trends as well. The prices of several food items, such as young venison, 
potatoes, and ptarmigan meat, had begun to rise. 


This was the result of careful buying up on the part of Shopping District 8, but 
there were always people who were sensitive to the rise in prices and would 
respond by attempting to fill the demand. Several guilds that had picked up on 
this information organized voluntary material procurement teams and began to 
put items on the market. No doubt they predicted that prices would rise and 
envisioned vast profits. However, Calasin of Shopping District 8 had already 
anticipated this situation, and at an earlier stage, he’d directly approached 
several dozen small adventuring guilds of his acquaintance and proposed a 
large-scale expedition team organization. 


Schedules for hunts that spanned several days were put together, and 
alternate members were found and dispatched. The guilds organized teams to 
hunt on location and other teams to bring the spoils back to town, creating a 


system in which the production guilds supported the material supply line on 
their own. 


This was the first time—not only since the Catastrophe, but in the history of 
Elder Tales—that a production guild had established a direct support system for 
a combat guild. The method proved successful, and Shopping District 8 
managed to obtain vast quantities of materials at a set price without leaning 
too heavily on the market. 


When players who had never left the town began to go out on excursions, it 
triggered varied consumption activity regarding expendables and repairs, and 
this in turn increased the opportunities for artisans to work. Although the 
transformation was still subtle, little by little, the town of Akiba was changing. 


Was Snack Shop Crescent Moon the source of these changes? 


If the Crescent Moon League had completely joined forces with Akiba’s three 
largest production guilds, the group would have encompassed one-sixth of all 
the players on the Japanese server. It would have meant the birth of the largest 
force on the Japanese server at the very least. Recently, there had been many 
inquiries from other cities via telechat regarding the Crescent Moon League. 
There was also no end to the players who hoped to join the guild, but Marielle 
kept turning them down, telling them, “Hang on till the end of the month, 
*kay?” 


Even the members of the combat guilds, which ordinarily didn’t interfere with 
the production guilds and seemed to inhabit a completely different world, were 
taking an interest in the situation. 


In this world—which had no Internet or WebTV and was, in other words, 
almost completely without entertainment—rumors provided a lot of the fun. 


The citizens of Akiba gathered here and there, tirelessly discussing their 
predictions and guesses. Mentioned in these rumors were the names of 
Marielle, the cheerful, caring guild master of the Crescent Moon League; of 
Henrietta, who was rumored to be quite accomplished; and of Shouryuu, the 
young combat team leader. However, at the same time, some of the veteran 
players and people who were well-informed about the situation whispered 
Shiroe, Naotsugu, and Nyanta’s names, and that of the Debauchery Tea Party, 


as if they’d just remembered them. 


That said, almost no one realized that the players—the Adventurers—weren’t 
the only ones discussing the rumors. 
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Ten days had passed. 


Snack Shop Crescent Moon, which had more business than it could handle 
every day, was already an established part of the town, and its endless lines 
were a local attraction. Even today, in the clear summer weather, the four 
shops were doubtless serving their jostling hordes of customers as fast as they 
could. 


However, this was a wide space far from that tumult. 


It was the enormous conference room on the top floor of the guild center, the 
building that was the cornerstone of Akiba. 


The conference room was open to any Adventurer who used the guild center. 
However, in a world with no electricity, elevators were nothing more than iron 
boxes, and very few people were eccentric enough to climb sixteen ruined 
floors’ worth of stairs. 


In the center of this vast, high-ceilinged space sat a large round table. The 
individuals seated around it could have been said to represent Akiba. 


“Black Sword” Isaac, the leader of the Knights of the Black Sword. 

Ains, the guild master of Honesty. 

“Berserker” Krusty, D.D.D.’s commander. 

William, the young leader of Silver Sword. 

Soujirou, the harem-prone guild master of the West Wind Brigade. 
Michitaka, the iron-armed general manager of the Marine Organization. 


Roderick, the guild master of the Roderick Trading Company. 


Calasin, leader of Shopping District 8. 

Marielle of the Crescent Moon League. 

Woodstock of Grandale, Animal Trainer. 

Akaneya, the shrewd Mechanist of RADIO Market. 
..And Shiroe, who wore the guild tag “Log Horizon.” 


Since many of the twelve who sat at the round table had several close 
associates standing behind them, there were nearly thirty players in this vast 
space. 


The members of the gathering wore a variety of expressions. Some were 
uneasy, some suspicious, some expressionless, and some seemed self- 
confident. All had been summoned to this gathering by an invitation that had 
arrived the previous evening. 


The title of the invitation had been “Re: The Town of Akiba.” 


It had been sent jointly by Shiroe of Log Horizon and Marielle of the Crescent 
Moon League. 


Almost all the assembled members were in charge of huge guilds. The Marine 
Organization, the Roderick Trading Company, and Shopping District 8 were all 
major production guilds. The Knights of the Black Sword, Honesty, D.D.D., Silver 
Sword, and the West Wind Brigade—all combat guilds—were either large or 
had a track record of impressive achievements. The Crescent Moon League, 
Grandale, and RADIO Market were small, but they had been central to the 
attempted former liaison committee for small and midsized guilds, an alliance 
that had failed. 


Only one guild, Log Horizon, was unfamiliar to everyone present. No one had 
even heard of it. 


However, guilds as large as the ones assembled here had their own diverse 
ways of gathering information, and less than a quarter of the members looked 
puzzled by Shiroe’s presence. 


As the seated players eyed one another, sizing each other up, Serara of the 
Crescent Moon League appeared and served them chilled fruit tea. This wasn’t 


a beverage that Snack Shop Crescent Moon sold, and a few of the members 
looked a bit startled, but the silence continued, seeming to swallow up that 
slight confusion. 


Shiroe sat quietly. 
It didn’t mean he felt calm. 
To Shiroe, this conference was a battlefield. 


It was a battlefield of clashing swords and flames, no less than any of the 
large-scale battles he’d taken part in before. Shiroe felt simultaneously hot, as 
though he was delirious with fever, and cold with nervous tension, but he bore 
them both. Almost all the players gathered here were enemies from whom he’d 
have to extract compromises. The remaining few were allies who were counting 
on him. He couldn’t let either camp realize how hard-pressed he felt. 
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| chose to start this war, after all. 


As Soujirou had said, this world was a prison. Everyone in it was spellbound by 
the curse of struggling to survive. The despair of having no way to get home. 
The monster-haunted wilderness. The shackles of apathy. 


Shiroe himself had spent the days since the Catastrophe being hounded by 
the situation. He’d responded to the circumstances in front of him, gotten his 
plans in order, and lived with the sole purpose of increasing his chances of 
survival. 


However, this operation was different. Saving Touya, saving Minori, bringing 
some sort of order to Akiba... Ultimately, these were all self-indulgence on 
Shiroe’s part. He wanted them, and he intended to get them, even if it meant 
starting an unnecessary war. That was all. 


He did think there were merits, of course. He believed there would be not 
only for him, but also for the people important to him and for Akiba. 


However, that didn’t change the fact that this had its beginnings in what was 
essentially selfishness. 


In that sense, Shiroe had gained the first freedom he’d had since the 
Catastrophe. This war had begun with his self-indulgence; he’d started it in 
order to make his own wish come true, and he was going to fight it with 
everything he had. Although this did make him feel very tense and put him 
under enough pressure to make him cringe, at the same time, it gave him fierce 
joy. 

“Shiroechi? Are mew all right?” 


Nyanta, who was standing behind and to his right, spoke to him. At this point, 
he could accept those words honestly. Nyanta wore the guild tag “Log Horizon” 
now, as did Naotsugu and Akatsuki, who weren’t at the meeting. They were 
going into this first battle as a guild of four, and although they might be on duty 
at different posts, they were on the same battlefield. 


Bring my friends victory. 


That was Shiroe’s fervent wish. 


At last all the participants were seated, and the tension in the room built. 


Shiroe stood and delivered the opening remarks. 





“Thank you for taking time out of your busy schedules to attend this 
conference. I’m Shiroe of Log Horizon. ...I’ve invited you here today to discuss a 
certain matter with you and to ask a favor. It’s a rather complicated matter, and 
it will probably take some time, but please bear with me.” 


Shiroe paused, looking around the room. 


...Well, at any rate, they all came. That’s good. It’s probably because Soujirou 
laid the groundwork, but even so. That saves me the trouble of going around 
and persuading each of them individually. ...Although it also makes this 
conference that much more of a decisive battle. 


“You can keep the pleasantries brief, Shiroe of Debauchery. It’s not like we 
don’t know each other.” 


It was “Black Sword” Isaac who’d raised his voice. He was a seasoned soldier 
and one of the leading high-level players on the Japanese server. He was a true 
warrior who'd led the charge in countless large-scale battles. Shiroe had been 
invited to several of these battles as support. Enchanter was a bottom-of-the- 
barrel class, and he’d assumed Isaac wouldn’t remember a player like that, but 
apparently he’d been wrong. 


“What’s going on here anyway?” 


The irritated voice belonged to William, the young leader of Silver Sword. The 
youth's flowing silver hair was tied back, and he looked like a typical elf lord. He 
seemed to be a very impatient type: He kept crossing and uncrossing his legs. 


“As you Say. I'll get right down to business, then. The matter | would like to 
discuss—propose may be a better word—has to do with current conditions in 
Akiba. As you know, since the Catastrophe, we’ve been stranded in this other 
world. We have absolutely no idea about how to get back to our old world. To 
the best of my knowledge, we don’t even have a clue. This is incredibly painful, 
but it’s a fact. Meanwhile, under these circumstances, Akiba’s atmosphere is 
souring. Many of our companions have lost their motivation, while others have 
grown desperate. The economy is in tatters, and our exploration rate is 
stagnant. I’d like us to do something about the situation. That is why I’ve called 
you here.” 


Shiroe spoke with his eyes half-closed. 


He was fine. He’d gone over the words he needed to say in his mind, again 
and again, until they seemed so real he could practically feel them. 


“What are you planning to do by getting us all together?” 

“Pain in the butt...” 

“Why does stuff like this have to be said now?” 

“| know what you’re trying to say, but what on earth can we do?” 


As if to quell the murmurs that rose here and there, Ains, the young guild 
master of Honesty, asked a question. 


“Will this be something like the earlier alliance of smaller guilds?” 
“Similar. However, | hear that did fail.” 


Shiroe glanced at the guilds in question, Grandale and RADIO Market. The two 
representatives went pale and nodded. These guilds—and actually, the 
Crescent Moon League as well—were far too small to be at this conference. In 
terms of numbers, several of the groups here were over fifty times larger. 


“True, that plan did collapse. However, | think it was because it had several 
unreasonable aspects. The plan at the time was for the small and midsized 
guilds to band together and oppose the big guilds. ...ln other words, the small 
guilds would come together and fight to protect their own interests. Our plan 
failed.” 


Akaneya, guild master of RADIO Market, was also a master-class Mechanist, a 
subclass that created mechanical clocks and devices. Marielle picked up where 
he’d left off, supplementing his words. 


“That’s right. We said we’d cooperate, but we ended up just chasin’ after our 
own guilds’ interests...which meant we couldn’t agree, which meant things 
broke down.” 


“Are you planning to speak to every force—or at least, all the leading forces in 
Akiba—and coordinate their interests this time?” 


“..They couldn’t even bring the small guilds together. With the big guilds’ 


egos involved, it’Il never work. This is insane!” 
The members began to react to Marielle’s words. 


Marielle’s name—in other words, the Crescent Moon League’s name—had 
been on the invitation as well. As a result, the participants had probably 
thought, in the backs of their minds, /s the real purpose of this conference to 
continue the small guild alliance that failed? 


That’s a natural assumption... 


However, even if his name was familiar to a certain set of people, it would 
have been difficult for Shiroe to convene the conference on the strength of his 
name alone. 


Marielle’s name value and the Crescent Moon League, alias “Snack Shop 
Crescent Moon”—the notoriety of those two names had carried him to the 
beginning of the conference. However, he’d need to clear up that 
misunderstanding as soon as possible. 


“My purpose this time is a bit different. | want to improve current conditions 
in Akiba.” 


The sound of a chair scraping back interrupted Shiroe’s clear words. 
“In that case, count us out.” 


The player who'd stood was the one who'd been fidgeting irritably, William of 
Silver Sword. He adjusted the saber at his waist and tossed back his mantle. 


“We’re a fighting guild. The atmosphere in town is no concern of ours. We 
just come back here to exchange items. In other words, it doesn’t matter to us 
whether the atmosphere gets better or worse. The lot that cares about the 
town should carry on here. I’m not saying discussing it is a bad idea, although | 
do think it’s a waste of time. We just aren’t interested, that’s all. Leave us out of 
it.” 

Flinging that remark over his shoulder, William left the conference room. 


The room began to buzz. 


The people in charge of Grandale, RADIO Market, and the Crescent Moon 
League looked particularly pale. Shiroe had heard that in the last days of the 


small guild alliance, members had dropped out this way one after another. 


However, Shiroe, who was steering the discussion, had anticipated 
developments like this one. 


Silver Sword is out, then... 


Shiroe analyzed the fact’s influence on the tide of battle, updating a mental 
scorecard. 


Silver Sword certainly was a large combat guild, but it wasn’t vital to this 
conference. If the biggest fighting guild (D.D.D.) or the biggest production guild 
(the Marine Organization) made a motion to leave, he’d do something to stop 
them, but he’d assumed from the beginning that one or two guilds would storm 
out. 


More importantly, the departure of William and his group had unsettled the 
atmosphere at the conference, and he had to do something about that. 


“There are eleven of us now, but I’ll continue. The reason I’ve called you here, 
as Silver Sword said a moment ago, is to advocate for the formation of an 
organization to discuss the self-government issues in Akiba: the ‘Round Table 
Council.’ Roughly speaking, there are two pressing objectives. First, to improve 
the atmosphere in Akiba. More specifically, to set it on a track toward 
revitalization. Second, to improve public order. For now, | will focus on these 
two points, with the ultimate goal being an organization which will be able to 
resolve issues with Akiba’s self-government.” 


The assembly answered him with silence. 


It was the type of stillness that occurred because participants were gauging 
one another’s responses. 


Now it really begins. 


In the awareness that he was finally standing at the starting line, Shiroe 
examined the expressions of those around him. 


True, the players gathered here could influence about 80 percent of the 
population of Akiba. The membership of the assembled guilds alone was more 
than six thousand. That was 40 percent of the players living in Akiba. 


On top of that, guilds this large had friendly ties with many other guilds, as 
well as numerous quasi-subordinate guilds. Arranging for materials and going 
hunting with other guilds also gave them wide-ranging horizontal connections. 


The players assembled here held great influence over all the Adventurers in 
Akiba. Consensus at this conference would be nearly equivalent to consensus 
among everyone living in Akiba. Of course, Shiroe had chosen which guilds to 
invite to the conference with this result in mind. 


However, in equal measure, it would be incredibly difficult to get guilds this 
enormous to come to an agreement. It would be many times harder than 
crushing a single guild. Shiroe had been fully aware of that going in. 


“Before that, could we hear your criteria for member selection?” 


It was Ains who first broke the silence. The guild master of the major combat 
guild Honesty, he spoke in a calm voice that meshed with his middle-aged 
appearance. 


“Of course. First, | chose the Knights of the Black Sword, Honesty, D.D.D., and 
the West Wind Brigade because they are large-scale combat guilds or because 
they have achieved great things. Silver Sword, which has bowed out, was 
selected for that reason as well. The Marine Organization, the Roderick Trading 
Company, and Shopping District Eight were invited to represent the production 
guilds, as they are the three largest. The Crescent Moon League, Grandale, and 
RADIO Market were called as representatives of the smaller guilds. So that 
there will be no misunderstandings, | would like to make one thing perfectly 
clear with regard to these last three: These three guilds were selected in order 
to incorporate the opinions of players unaffiliated with a guild and of smaller 
guilds, which | was unable to invite to join us, rather than as single guilds in 
their own right. Just because a guild is small, that doesn’t mean we should 
ignore the weight of what they have to say. In addition, if this council is formed, 
| will probably request that they perform these tasks.” 


He’d anticipated some backlash from having invited three smaller guilds to 
participate, but the assembly accepted it more calmly than he’d expected. 


It was true that, in all, over six thousand players were affiliated with the major 
guilds he’d summoned. However, conversely, that meant that the number of 


other players in Akiba—in other words, the unaffiliated players and the 
members of small and midsized guilds—was close to nine thousand. They 
seemed to have accepted that the smaller guilds had been invited to represent 
these players. 


Of course, Shiroe observed, there was a large possibility that they’d let it slide 
because they assumed there would be no council. 


“And you?” 


The taciturn question came from “Berserker” Krusty, the leader of D.D.D. 
Belying his name, he was a dandy who wore glasses. 


“I’m attending as organizer and as the one who came up with the idea,” 
Shiroe said firmly. 


He was hosting a conference regarding Akiba’s self-government. If the 
qualifications to participate in that conference were guild size or fame, then 
Shiroe himself technically wasn’t qualified to be there. 


If the guild master of a guild formed just the week before—a guild with only 
four members, so tiny one hesitated even to call it “small” —began to talk about 
the future of Akiba, no one would listen. 


Even from the perspective of the criteria Shiroe himself had used to select the 
guilds, he would have been out. 


Still, that’s neither here nor there. 


Was he qualified to participate? No, probably not. Well, then, had the big 
guilds that were qualified made the town any better? Had they done anything 
for the whole community since the Catastrophe? No, they hadn't. 


They’ve already demonstrated that things won’t go the way | want if | just sit 
around and wait. ...Sure, it’s arrogant. I’m just indulging myself. | won’t stand on 
ceremony anymore. | won’t hold anything back. I’lldo what | want to do. And in 
order to do it, I’Ill lay groundwork, and I'll even convene a conference. 


“Hm... In other words, you sponsored this conference and sent out invitations 
just to qualify yourself to participate?” 


Krusty’s question was grounded in an accurate perception of Shiroe’s intent. 


Since that was so, Shiroe held his head high and answered, “Yes, that’s correct.” 


“Say that council is formed. How exactly would you maintain public order? 
And actually, in this case, what deterioration in public order are we talking 
about specifically?” 


At “Black Sword” Isaac’s question, Shiroe braced himself. 


“| believe it’s common knowledge that a few guilds are keeping newbies 
under what amounts to house arrest on the pretext of protecting them. That 
isn’t a healthy situation.” 


Directly confronted by these words, “Black Sword” Isaac flinched. 
“..You mean the EXP Pots, right? But you couldn’t call that illegal...” 


EXP Pots. The room buzzed at the abrupt mention of that noun. More than 
half the reactions were something along the lines of “Ah, | thought that would 
come up.” No doubt it was a fact that, questions of legality aside, the others 
had also felt vaguely guilty, at least to some extent. 


“Right now, no law exists for the players. Saying that no law has been broken 
when ‘law’ doesn’t even exist is mere sophistry. I’m certain everyone here is 
aware of that.” 


Isaac’s expression was grim. Shiroe continued. 


“This is about more than EXP Pots. The problem lies in the fact that we, the 
players, have no law. As things stand, anyone can do anything at all, no matter 
how reckless. Even so, there’s almost no disadvantage to us, provided we’re the 
only ones we care about.” 


“Now that’s an exaggeration. We have law. Any player who fights in a 
noncombat zone pays with their life.” 


“That’s a result. It isn’t law. It happens because of a simple principle. ...Let me 
put it more clearly: The act of fighting in a noncombat zone is the cause, and it 
carries the effect of an attack from the guards. That’s all. You can’t even call 
that a rule. It’s just a phenomenon. It isn’t something we approved. It wasn’t 
even created. How could something like that be law?” 


At Shiroe’s words, Isaac shut his mouth. 


The Knights of the Black Sword was one of the major fighting guilds rumored 
to be buying EXP Pots. His obstinate arguments were probably intended to 
cover up his own feelings of guilt. However, the arguments were an obstacle on 
Shiroe’s road to victory, and Shiroe cut them down with all his might. 


“For example, | visited the town of Susukino the other day. In Susukino, a 
guild called the Briganteers had gone into business kidnapping young female 
NPCs and selling them to players as slaves.” 


The conference attendees turned shocked faces to Shiroe. 


“In terms of the conversation we’ve been having, since they weren’t attacked 
by the guards for it, it wasn’t ‘illegal.’ But is that what law is? In this world, it 
could be. At the very least, the specs make it possible. If asked to say whether 
it’s possible or impossible, it is possible. But that isn’t what law is. The question 
| want to ask you is, ‘Are we going to let that be a possibility with regard to 
ourselves?’ Isn’t that fundamentally what law is? It’s the question of where we 
put the rules by which we ourselves are governed.” 


There were any number of possible excuses. 


For example, the newbies were being penned up for their own protection. 
The EXP Pots were being confiscated to supplement the newbies’ living 
expenses, which they couldn’t completely cover due to their poor combat 
abilities. 


With regard to the NPCs, it could be argued that they were just Al-powered 
dolls and so had no human rights. At the very least, one couldn’t prove that 
they weren’t Al-powered dolls and did have human rights. At any rate, real- 
world history showed that human rights were something that generally had to 
be won, instead of proven. 


For that reason, Shiroe’s tactical objective wasn’t to take down these excuses 
one by one. At the very least, his short-term objective was to make everyone 
present admit that it was necessary to govern themselves in this lawless other 
world. 


In reaction to the question Shiroe had tossed at them, some of the 
conference participants shut their mouths, and others loudly voiced their 
Opinions. It wasn’t just the formal members, either. Their staff members also 


joined in, and tumult filled the conference room. 
The responses seemed to be roughly split into two camps. 
One held the opinion that it was indeed necessary to make rules of some sort. 


The other held the view that that sort of consensus building would be 
impossible. 


“Silver Sword said they wouldn’t participate in the conference and left, but 
they seem to have approved of the conference continuing.

It was the same sort of startled cry that Marielle, Henrietta, and Shouryuu had 
given in the Crescent Moon League conference room two weeks earlier. 


“Disband a guild,” “exile a guild”... These were easy things to say, but nearly 
impossible to accomplish. In this world, even death wasn’t much of a deterrent. 
After all, resurrection existed. With death no deterrent, being arrested lost 
much of its effectiveness. For example, if a player was arrested and detained, 
ultimately they could escape by committing suicide. 


Under circumstances like these, it was incredibly difficult to do any lethal 
damage to guilds. 


However, the baffled silence wasn’t rooted in a feeling of faltering 
helplessness, as the Crescent Moon League’s had been: The conference room 
held top players with influence over nearly 80 percent of the population of 
Akiba. 


There were many things that, while impossible for the Crescent Moon League, 
would be possible if the members of this conference agreed to them. For 


example, they could set guards on all of Akiba’s gates, and if a player who had a 
warrant on them tried to enter, they could obliterate them with a PK. The 
production guilds could also refuse to sell articles of any kind to a wanted 
player. 


Of course, such a move would take massive amounts of time and money. 
Even so, it would be possible to exert material and immaterial pressure that 
way. 


“You couldn’t do something like that without the help of combat guilds like 
mine, though.” 


“Black Sword” Isaac tossed those words at Shiroe. He’d regained his 
composure. 


“And anyway, if there were, say, ten or twenty people, it could work. We 
could punish ’em that way. But if a guild like the ones gathered here didn’t go 
along with the council, ignored its decisions, flipped the bird at the law... If one 
started talking like that, we’d have a war on our hands. Even if the council got 
off the ground, there’s no guarantee we’d reach an agreement on every single 
matter.

If that many 
level-90 members rose up in revolt, it would be hard to oppose them 
practically. Since the town was a noncombat zone, they’d have to arrest or PK 
them in other zones, and even if they succeeded there, it wouldn’t do any 
decisive damage to the guild. 


For a guild with more than a certain number of members, refusal to do 
business and other types of economic pressure wouldn’t have much effect: 
Guilds of that size could fill most types of internal demand through members 
who held production subclasses. 


Of course, it depended on the level and ratio of subclass holders, but fifty of 
them would probably be able to create a self-contained system.

Minori’s job was to serve 
breakfast, and she had to go to the kitchen to pick up the meal. 


Please let me get through the whole day without any trouble, Minori prayed. 
Today was a special day. 
Minori dressed hastily and headed for the kitchen. 


A player with Chef skills who’d woken early would be there, making black 
bread. Minori didn’t consider this a poor meal. In this world, even the most 
luxurious food tasted the same, which meant that, conversely, even this meal of 


black bread and water could be called a feast. ..She’d been telling herself so for 
the past two months. 


Minori greeted the Chef girl in a small voice, then hastily dragged out a large 
tray. In addition to the Chef, who was also a newbie, the kitchen held an 
executive member on guard. Doing her best not to meet his eyes, Minori 
hurriedly began to fill a pitcher with well water. 


There was enough for thirty-five people in all. She set the water and the black 
bread on a big wooden tray. 


“Hold up.” 

At the man’s voice, Minori shrank back reflexively. 

She felt a nasty, greasy sweat break out on her palms. 

Why?! ...l’m not doing anything. I’m behaving the way | always do, so why... ? 


She had to act normally, no matter what, but apparently she’d already tripped 
up, first thing in the morning. 


“Y-yes, sir?” 


She squeezed out a response, thinking even as she spoke that her voice was 
so faint it might as well have been a mosquito’s whine.

In Hamelin’s guildhall, combat had been legalized 
because it was necessary to “manage” the newbies. 


The regular members had used those settings to hurt their new recruits. 
—At least they had until today. 
“Get them to safety!” 


At Touya’s call, Minori leapt up as if she’d been stung and pushed the other 
girls toward the guildhall’s entryway. Now that things had gone this far, there 
was no time to dawdle. All she could do was encourage her frightened 
companions and lead them away.

The effect of Rania’s Capture only robbed players of the ability to chant spells 
and speak. It was very effective on magic users and healers, but it wouldn’t 
drain any of the combat ability from a physical fighter like the man in front of 
him. 


The bandit’s sharp sword overcame Touya’s defensive stance easily and 
slashed into him. The fundamental difference between their skill levels was far 
too great. 


Touya’s surprise attack had only succeeded because, in his arrogance, the 
man had assumed that no newbie would turn on him and because the attack 
had been Rania’s Capture.

With the 
level difference, the man’s attack shattered the mirror in an instant, but it had 
been Minori’s damage block spell. He saw the bandit click his tongue in 
annoyance.

“Roger that! Let’s move.” 


After checking the man with a large attack, Touya left the bedroom with 
Minori. The corridor wasn’t even two meters wide. Out here, he could protect

However, just then, the effect of Rania’s Capture ran out. The bandit clutched 
his throat, gave a cracked cough, then screamed at Touya.

Just as Touya had feared, the man’s rough voice echoed through the guildhall. 
Several of the doors in the corridor opened and the bulk of Hamelin’s forces 
stuck their heads out, then hastily grabbed for their weapons. 


The guild master with a face like thunder. The Summoner, who wasn’t even 
trying to hide his irritation. The production-class men, who turned coarse stares 
on the new girls. 


As one, they roared threats, then drew their weapons. 
“What can the two of you do?!” 


The Summoner brandished his arms, and a black wind whirled up. It was 
Deadly Swarm, a cloud of winged insects about the size of ants. The spell had 
the side effect of clouding the target’s vision, and it went straight over Touya, 
attacking Minori directly. 


Minori desperately chanted her damage block spell, but the level difference 
was too great. As the evil black insects slammed into it and were smashed, one 
after another, the shining wall cracked, then shattered like glass. 


I’m an 
idiot! 
Even as Touya told himself off, he threw the sword in his right hand into the 


false, swarming darkness with all his might. What he saw was the shape of the 
Summoner, waving his staff deep in the darkness.

“Just a little longer, Minori! Keep your head down!!” 


Touya’s arms had already taken so much damage they were bluish black, but 
he flung them around his twin sister and charged at the zone door as if he 
meant to ram it.

Meanwhile, in the vast conference room on the top floor of the guild center, 
the participants’ discussion had grown heated.

wasn’t prudent to carry lots of money around. Ordinarily, almost all players 
kept most of their property in the bank, and if they wanted to purchase an 
expensive item at the market, they’d withdraw money for a small fee. 


To the players, the bank was the most familiar, most important commercial 
facility in the Elder Tales world, and they used it every day. 


The only bank window in Akiba was in the guild center. The fact that Shiroe, 
an individual player, could restrict entry to the guild center carried staggering 
implications. 


Of course, every town had a bank. The accounts were the same, which meant 
that money—and even items—could be withdrawn from any bank, no matter 
where the original deposit had been made. For example, a deposit made in 
Akiba could be withdrawn in Minami. 


That said, right now, with the intercity transport gates dead, the long journey 
between cities was very risky. Shiroe and his group had gone to Susukino, but 
they were part of a very tiny minority. Since the Catastrophe, it was likely that 
less than one-tenth of 1 percent of all players on the Japanese server had gone 
to a town other than their own. 


Considering the current environment, the rights Shiroe held were equivalent 
to the authority to freeze bank assets at will. It was no wonder that the 
conference members were aghast. 


Shiroe had announced this strategy—of an entity controlling the bank to 
control players—to the Crescent Moon League when they had nearly earned 
the five million in funding necessary to acquire the guild center, and even 
Henrietta had murmured, “Compared to Master Shiroe, devils are far tamer.

their right to veto and start a war?’ The answer is no: There will be no war. 
Warring forces will lose the right to use Akiba’s guild center.” 


“And I’m telling you that’s blackmail—” 
Shiroe responded to the obstinate claim. 


“It may very well be. However, if what I’ve done is blackmail, what of what 
Isaac and the other big guilds have done? Isn’t it blackmail to threaten to start a 
war if a proposal inconveniences you? How is that different? All I’m saying is 
that | want to establish a council and discuss things. | don’t plan to ignore 
remarks that strike me as inconvenient. Think about which proposal is more 
sensible.” 


A subdued silence fell. 


To the conference attendees, it may have seemed as if they were having an 
ugly nightmare.

On that note, let me return to the first matter | 
discussed. Do you think the Adventurers in this town—or, in larger terms, this 
world—really want things to stay this way? | have two policies to propose. One 
is that we revitalize everyone living in this town and, by extension, this world. 


Second, that we create and implement laws to govern the Adventurers who live 
in Akiba, at the very least. Is anyone opposed to any of what I’ve said so far?” 


There was no answer. 
Of course there wasn’t. 


In the first place, considered individually, none of the things Shiroe was saying 
were bad ideas. Bringing life back to the town was a good thing in and of itself, 
and it would benefit combat and production guilds alike.

Calasin of Shopping District 8 picked up where Roderick had left off. 


His words drew a nod both from the intellectual-looking Roderick and from 
Michitaka, who was smiling heartily. Their guilds had witnessed the success of 
the steam engine experiment. 


“More new inventions should arouse new demand. Naturally, methods of 
earning money will increase, as will the need to earn it. In other words: 
revitalization. | think we’ll need a few safeguards here; it’s possible that the 
economy may get out of control. Still, that’s a chaos we should be able to 
master. It isn’t stagnation drifting toward depression, is it? In this world, basic 
medieval items and handheld tools can be made from the creation menu. Since 
we have tools and models, | predict that progress will be rapid.” 


Michitaka carried on following Shiroe’s prediction. 


“Our three production guilds have confirmed those things, and we’ve got our 
eyes on both the earnings they may bring in and the new enthusiasm that will 
well up. ...To the point where | wouldn’t mind supporting Shiroe over just this 
one thing.” 


“Then the production guilds are...” 
“Yeah. We support the establishment of the Round Table Council.” 


As a matter of fact, even the small-scale Snack Shop Crescent Moon had 


achieved sales of fifty thousand gold coins per day. The arrival of competition 
would probably bring the price of the new food down as well. The average cost 
per customer might fall from the thirty gold coins it was at Crescent Moon until 
it was only a few gold coins. Still, even then, the potential customer 
demographic—in other words, the number of players—was more than ten 
times the number Crescent Moon had served. 


It wasn’t difficult to imagine generating an incalculable economic effect. 
The combat guild members could only sit there gasping. 


If the three major production guilds could declare it that categorically, the 
others seemed to be left with no choice but to believe them about the 
revitalization. 


“The lack of energy is at least partially due to feelings of despair and apathy, 
but we think a large part of it is the fact that there isn’t anything to do. It takes 
very little money to live in this world, to the point where it’s a problem. It’s 
healthier to use a certain amount of money, and to earn it so you can then use 
it. | think, from here on, we should see a wider variety of jobs begin to appear. 
For example, in the case of Snack Shop Crescent Moon, you wanted salesclerks 
badly enough that you would have paid for them, correct?” 


“That’s right. Since things were the way they were, we kept the work in the 
family, but it would’ve been nice to hire clerks.” 


Marielle shook her head several times as she answered Calasin, and no doubt 
she meant what she said. 


“There should be more jobs for the members of the combat guilds as well. 
This goes for material discovery and acquisition, as well as guard duty, but once 
the council is established, don’t you think we should set aside a budget and 
commission a complete investigation of the Fairy Rings? Once that investigation 
is complete, there’s accumulation of zone information, followed eventually by 
compilation of historical records, and then publication of newspapers and other 
media... As long as we find the budget for it, there are lots of things we should 
do.” 


They knew that the Fairy Rings—teleportation devices that linked zones— 
were functioning. However, the Fairy Rings were influenced by the movement 


of the moon, and their destinations changed. The odds that a Fairy Ring was 
connected to the place one wanted to go were slim, and now, when it was 
impossible to check solutions sites, there was no telling where a player might be 
sent. As a result, players steered clear of them. 


Investigating them was certainly possible, but it would take massive amounts 
of time and effort. In addition to the twenty-eight-day lunar cycle, destinations 
changed every hour. The fact that one Fairy Ring’s destination information was 
completely different from that of a Fairy Ring somewhere else was also a big 
factor. Even if they limited themselves to the time when the moon was out, the 
connections between the Fairy Rings in all the zones were bound to yield an 
enormous number of combinations. 


It wasn’t as if no one had wanted to investigate them, but it was far too 
ambitious a task for any single guild to undertake. 


However, if they could establish a backup system like the one Shiroe had 
spoken of, it certainly wouldn’t be impossible. It would also send big missions to 
the combat guilds. 


“Next is the issue of public order. Some people will probably feel that the 
establishment of law cramps their style. Still, | don’t think there’s any sense in 
making it all that strict. This other world feels like the Middle Ages, and | believe 
it has the sort of culture that will do well even if it isn’t bound tightly by laws. 
People have monopolized hunting grounds, true, and there are turf wars. 
However, if we think of those acts as being a type of competition, they aren’t 
anything we should unilaterally deny.” 


Several of the conference participants nodded. “Black Sword” Isaac was one 
of them. 


“That said, there are few actions that go overboard, and we’ll need to deter 
them to some extent. For one, I’d say we really should ban PKs in low-level 
zones. There’s no point in bullying our companions who are level fifty or under, 
is there? They don’t have all that much property anyway, which means that 
hunting them is simply killing for pleasure. We can decide on the specific places 
later, but | think we should ban PKs in the low-level zones near Akiba.” 


There were no comments here, either. 


This was only natural: No guild as large as the ones that had been invited to 
the conference would assiduously PK as an organization. Most of the guilds that 
player killed were oppressive midsized groups. 


“Next, the issue of human rights. Let’s guarantee the right to liberty. In our 
current environment, where death isn’t absolutely final, kidnapping and 
confinement are arguably more serious crimes than they were in the real world. 
The decision of whether to join or leave a guild should be left to the individual 
in question. We should ban and institute penalties for threats and talent 
hoarding that ignores the will of the affected player. | shouldn’t even have to 
say this, but forcing a member of the opposite sex into sexual activity will carry 
the maximum penalty.” 


“Well, yeah, sure...” 
“| guess we’d have to include those, huh?” 


The atmosphere in the venue was beginning to shade toward agreement. In 
the first place, it wasn’t as if the participants had thought there were no 
problems. The issues had struck everyone present as detestable, and they’d 
thought they should probably be gotten rid of. 


That said, although the act of fighting in a noncombat zone was subject to an 
automatic penalty, in this world’s system, there were no such automatic 
penalties for other violent acts, confinement, or threats. They’d also assumed 
that penalties that were not automatic—in which someone shouldered the 
responsibility of monitoring things, handed down decisions for each individual 
case, and occasionally meted out punishment—would take so much time and 
effort that implementing them would be impossible. 


However, with the card Shiroe held—the ability to freeze players’ savings— 
things became much simpler. If a player was causing trouble of some sort, the 
Round Table Council could investigate and suspend the player’s use of the guild 
center. Problematic players would find it difficult to live in Akiba and, in 
practical terms, would probably be forced to relocate to another town. 


To most of the participants, Shiroe’s proposal seemed quite reasonable. 


The invention of the steam engine and the production guilds’ declaration of 
support for the Round Table Council had startled them, but once they’d heard 


the explanation, they found they agreed with a lot of it. 


Shiroe had presented specific measures because he wanted participants to 
decide whether they agreed or disagreed with the establishment of the Round 
Table Council after they’d heard the content of the proposal. 


Having done so, even if not all present approved of the proposal 
wholeheartedly, they did seem generally satisfied with it. The atmosphere of 
the conference itself seemed to be gradually shifting to a discussion of what 
should be done after the Round Table Council was established. 


“In closing, these human rights issues should be applied to the People of the 
Earth, as well as to Adventurers.” 


A few of the participants began to open their mouths. A quick-witted listener 
could probably have foreseen this development from the mention of the slave 
trading in Susukino. 


However, what Shiroe began to talk about was something else entirely. 


“| don’t know yet what the results of this conference will be. At present, I’m 
not sure whether or not you'll approve the outline I’ve presented and establish 
the Round Table Council. However, there is one thing | want you to recognize, 
and | think it’s high time you did. We are in another world, and somewhere, this 
world is warped in a very strange way. It’s true that it’s influenced by Elder 
Tales. However, as you can tell from the Chef discovery | mentioned earlier, this 
isn’t simply the world of the game. It’s another world, one with more 
sophisticated physical laws. Has anyone here really talked to the People of the 
Earth?” 


“But they’re NPCs,” said someone’s attendant. 


“They aren’t non-player characters. They’re people with their own individual 
personalities. They have their own worries and dreams and ethics and lives, and 
they’re living them. They call themselves the People of the Earth... At least, in 
contrast to their term for us, the Adventurers. Let me make this clear: They are 
the natural residents of this world, and we are parasites. The town of Akiba has 
always been an Adventurer town, so there are comparatively few People of the 
Earth here, but in terms of the world as a whole, they must outnumber us by 
far. Adventurers and People of the Earth have different roles with regard to this 


world, but if things keep on like this, we won’t be able to build proper 
relationships.” 


“Relationships...?” 


They could agree with part of what Shiroe had said—it did make sense, now 
that they thought about it—but even so, it tended to rely too heavily on logic. 
“In Elder Tales, which has become a different world, they are citizens of the 
world, not non-player characters.” Stated plainly like that, even if it didn’t 
completely go without saying, it wasn’t something entirely incomprehensible. 
However, for the majority of the players, emotionally, it still didn’t register. 


“Uhm... | have a little bit to add to that.” 
In the midst of that bewilderment, Marielle timidly spoke up. 


Possibly she got nervous every time she spoke in front of these dignitaries: 
She faltered, but even then, she maintained her natural cheerfulness and spoke 
clearly. 


“So, Snack Shop Crescent Moon is real popular, and that’s a fact. But listen, 
the players—the Adventurers, | mean—weren’t the only ones who came and 
bought from us. The People of the Earth came, too. In other words... | dunno 
how to say it. | don’t really get it myself yet, but... They want to eat stuff that 
tastes good, too.” 


This time, the conference room went so quiet one could have heard a pin 
drop. 


The shock that had struck the participants seemed to have crumbled the very 
ground they stood on. 


To many of the players, the NPCs had been nothing more than non-player 
characters. The Briganteers of Susukino might have gone too far, but even the 
completely ordinary, well-intentioned players assembled here had seen them as 
a type of talking vending machine. At the very least, in E/der Tales, that hadn’t 
been wrong. When this was a game, that was what they had been. 


However, for that very reason, to players with as much experience in Elder 
Tales as the ones who’d gathered in the conference room, Marielle’s report felt 
like an attack that destroyed something fundamental. 


“I’m not saying we should give up on returning to our old world. | don’t even 
want to say it... But let’s admit that this is another world. It’s been nearly two 
months since we were sent here. We’ve been ‘demanding guests’ for long 
enough. You’re free to think that the People of the Earth don’t have feelings, 
but as a matter of fact, they do. As in the official Elder Tales scenario, we seem 
to be Adventurers, a type of privileged class. That makes us something like 
mercenaries, with special abilities that allow us to attack monster strongholds. 
However, the vast majority of people in this world are People of the Earth. Let 
me repeat myself for clarity’s sake: Without the People of the Earth, we can’t 
live in this world. They provide all sorts of services, including the bank. 
However, the People of the Earth could probably survive without us. If we keep 
living like this, doing just as we please every day, unable to govern ourselves, 
we will do irreparable damage.” 


When Shiroe finished speaking, he sat down in his chair heavily, without 
waiting for a response. He was tired, but he felt good. 


Even after Shiroe had delivered his entire proposal, the conference room was 
silent. 


No one moved. It was as if they’d all become statues. What Shiroe had said 
had been that strange and that shocking. Most of the conference participants 
had thought they’d been pulled into the world of Elder Tales. They’d felt as if 
the world of the game had become real. 


Even now, they couldn’t exactly deny that. 


However, the facts Shiroe had set before them today—the method of 
creating articles without using the item creation menu, for example, and the 
idea that the People of the Earth had actual personalities and were the main 
force in the world—had been more than enough to take what knowledge of the 
world they’d managed to scrape together over the past two months and smash 
it to smithereens. 


“— Are you suggesting that there’s a possibility of war with the People of the 
Earth, Shiroe?” 


Krusty’s quiet question was delivered in the tones of a fair-skinned 
philosopher. 


“| understand that it’s something for the Round Table Council to consider, not 
for me to think about now,” Shiroe tossed off irresponsibly. 


The die had been cast. Shiroe had played every card he had. He’d disclosed all 
the information he held. He’d shown them the world he wanted in a shape that 
was easy to understand. 


Shiroe had begun this war out of self-indulgence, but he’d only wanted to 
win; he hadn’t wanted to make anybody lose. He’d wanted to win a victory, not 
steal it. 


Although he didn’t intend to sound trite, if possible, he’d wanted them all to 
reach that goal together. “All” meaning all the people of Akiba. 


Even so, if an overwhelming number of people still don’t understand, after 
hearing all that... We may have a war on our hands. 


When Shiroe glanced to the side, his eyes met Marielle’s. 


Marielle’s face was slightly troubled, but she still wore the same artless 
sunflower smile. Henrietta, who stood behind her, shrugged. Her expression 
seemed to say, “Do as you please.” 


Time passed. It felt like a very long time and also like the space of a few 
breaths. Everyone in the conference room sat in total silence. The first player to 
open his mouth was “Berserker” Krusty, leader of D.D.D., Akiba’s largest 
combat guild. 


In a calm voice that held no tension, he spoke to the assembly. 


“D.D.D. approves the establishment of the Round Table Council as a body to 
govern Akiba and intends to participate.” 


The next words came from Soujirou, who sounded quietly entertained. 


“The West Wind Brigade also approves. | haven’t seen you dominate like that 
in a long time, Mr. Shiro... | really do wish you’d joined my guild.” 


“Well, we can’t bust up Akiba. The Knights of the Black Sword are in.” 


“Honesty approves as well. Let’s work to better relations with the People of 
the Earth.” 


“Black Sword” Isaac and Ains, the guild master of Honesty, gave their 
answers, too. 


“As | said earlier, our three production guilds support Shiroe and the Round 
Table Council. We hope the decisions made there will be fruitful ones.” 


Roderick and Calasin nodded their agreement to Michitaka’s words. They had 
already inferred several possibilities from Shiroe’s report and had instructed 
their guild members to run various experiments. 


After that, the declarations of approval came one after another, as if carried 
along by a swift current. Grandale and RADIO Market, smaller guilds, expressed 
their intent to participate as organizers of the former small-and midsized guild 
alliance. 


Marielle, who had apparently been pushing herself very hard, slumped 
facedown onto the conference table with the smile still on her face, as if she 
had no energy left. Smiling wryly, Shiroe slowly unclenched his hands, which 
were slippery with sweat, under the conference table, so that Marielle wouldn't 
notice. 


On that day, the town of Akiba witnessed the birth of the Round Table 
Council. 
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“Commander Marielle! The cupboard is all packed, ma’am!” 
“None of that ‘commander’ business, ’kay? | really can’t take it.” 


There were people working busily, and people numbering packages, and 
people dithering around with no idea what to do. 


A week had passed since the assembly that had resulted in the Round Table 
Council, and the Crescent Moon League guildhall was buzzing with noisy 
activity. 


“You're the guild master, Commander Marielle, so please sit there, ma’am!” 


“Nope. No can do! We’re a small outfit, and as | keep tellin’ you, the guild 
master doesn’t get treated like a big shot around here!” 


“Mari. You’re scatterbrained, and you are in the way. Sit in the corner and 
have some tea or something, please.” 


Henrietta scolded Marielle, who was arguing with the newbies. At her words, 
Marielle teared up a bit and, with a clearly dejected “What am I, useless?” 
removed herself to a corner of the office. 


The Crescent Moon was right in the middle of a move. 


The entire guild membership was bustling around, cleaning and packing up 
the furnishings that were originally theirs. As she looked around at her 
companions, whose number had grown, Marielle was lost in thought. 


The day the Round Table Council had been established was also the day 
Hamelin had fallen. In the same building where Marielle and the others had 
been meeting, Shouryuu and Serara of the Crescent Moon League and Akatsuki 
and the other members of Log Horizon had safely taken Hamelin’s escaped 
newbie members into protective custody. 


Very few people were aware that while he’d been conducting the proceedings 
of that complicated conference as its initiator and chairman, Shiroe had also 
been quietly directing the operation to destroy Hamelin. 


Even Marielle might not have noticed if she hadn’t been told about it 
beforehand. 


With their names added to the blacklist of people barred from entering the 
guild center, the members of Hamelin hadn’t even been able to follow the 
escaping newbies.

Just about the time Serara and volunteers from the Crescent Moon League 
were getting food and fresh clothes ready for the newbies, the members of 
Hamelin finally realized what was going on. 


Since they were unable to enter the guild center and the guild center was the 
only zone that their guildhall was linked to, the members of Hamelin were 
prisoners in their own building. 


Of course, as Shiroe had predicted earlier, there were ways to escape. One 
was Call of Home. This was a spell that transported players who were registered 
in Akiba back to Akiba. Ordinarily, it was used to return from distant field or 
dungeon zones. However, there were no rules against using it from within a 
town or building. Using Call of Home would return them to the entrance of 
Akiba. 


Another way was to end one’s own life in the zone. In that case, a player 
would lose some experience points as a penalty, but they would resurrect in the 
temple. Since the temple was in the center of Akiba, this equaled a move by 
default. 


By the time the members of Hamelin discovered these methods and used 
them, the sun had set. The council’s course of action had been established, and 
the discussion of the laws that would be implemented had entered its final 
stages. 


The situation had already progressed to the point where Hamelin couldn’t do 
a thing about it. On top of that, although they’d escaped their guildhall-turned- 
prison, they would never be able to enter the guild center again. 


The outcome of the game had been decided several moves earlier. 
Something unexpected had happened as well.

The desk and chairs 
she’d used at the old guildhall had been brought in, along with the sofa and 
cushions, but in the huge office, the compact desk-and-reception set only 
served to emphasize the vast coldness of the room.

“You are something else, you know that...?”

“| only said that since it will contribute to the town’s economic development, 
buying a few pieces of furniture would be a good thing.” 


Marielle’s attitude had made Henrietta blush bright red, and her shapely 
eyebrows were bristling. Marielle couldn’t stop smiling at the sight of her 
friend’s face: Although Henrietta was always visiting hugs upon Akatsuki, 
apparently she wasn’t skilled at being on the receiving end of things.

In a magnanimous gesture, they also gave the secret of the completely new 
cooking method made famous by Snack Shop Crescent Moon. 


In the space of a night, the town of Akiba was flooded with food of all kinds. 
Food that tasted like it should—the sort that had only been available from 
Snack Shop Crescent Moon—could now be made by any Chef. 


Of course, with the new cooking method, the knowledge and techniques of 
the person doing the cooking mattered just as much as cooking skills. Some of 
the dishes, made by amateurs, couldn’t have been called “good” by the most 
diplomatic player. However, even these were much better than the former dull 
and uninteresting food items. 


Several hasty Chefs opened stalls one after another. Some baked bread and 
sold it, while others sold sweet juices. Some simpler stalls made and sold baked 
potatoes. Some even made meat or fish soups in big iron kettles over open fires 
by the roadside and sold it by the bowlful, as if they were doing impromptu 
business in a disaster zone. 


Everyone was able to satisfy their previously unfulfilled appetites for food. 
Delicious foods became the subject of rumors and sold out almost instantly, and 
the town of Akiba developed a luxurious pastime that no one had even 
imagined could exist the day before: “eating and strolling.” 


The townspeople welcomed the change. 


Among those who met it with cheers were a fair number of People of the 
Earth, as well as Adventurers. 


The revitalization of the town, maintaining public order through the 
establishment of law, improving relations with the People of the Earth, and the 
introduction of a tax to support these initiatives were announced in a public 
address given the following afternoon. 


At the address, which took place in Akiba’s central plaza, several notables 
from Akiba—including “Berserker” Krusty, the leader of D.D.D., and Michitaka, 
general manager of the Marine Organization—assembled to talk about the 
intent behind the establishment of the Round Table Council. 


The idea of a tax drew some skeptical comments, but when they were told 
that collection would be nearly automatic and that it wouldn’t be very much, 
they accepted it with passive agreement. The tax would be instituted in the 
form of a fee for guild center use, with one coin per day collected from any 
player who entered or left the guild center. 


This was one of the entry-and exit-related items that could be set by the 
owner of the guild center zone. According to Roderick’s calculations, the 
revenue would earn the Round Table Council a monthly budget of slightly less 
than 400,000 gold coins. 


Everyone, and particularly players who didn’t belong to one of the big guilds, 
had sensed the importance of establishing law, and by now everyone 
understood what revitalizing Akiba would mean. 


The revolution that had been sparked by a single evening meal had brought 
life back to the faces of all the townspeople. 


The upshot was that the Round Table Council was widely accepted by 
everyone who lived in Akiba. A governing body like this one would have been 
created eventually, and in that case, it was dozens of times better to have a 
competent self-governing organization than something dictatorial—something 
controlled by the big guilds, for example. 


When the representatives from the eleven guilds that made up the Round 
Table Council addressed the crowd from the platform, each drew loud 
applause. That said, it felt more like the reaction of amiable onlookers at a 
large-scale party than support for a political assembly. 


Everything was colored by the sunset, and people thronged the central plaza. 


Players who hadn’t been able to find a place in the plaza looked down over the 
platform from various floors of the surrounding mixed-use buildings. 


Many of them held bread, sweets, or shish kebabs in their hands as they 
watched this first event in a very long time. Some of those present had a bit of 
alcohol in them, and the proceedings were more like a policy announcement 
given in the midst of an uproar than a public address. 


In any case, Krusty, the Round Table Council’s representative, explained that 
they would work to reorganize the town of Akiba on a new system; that they 
had several projects, including investigating the Fairy Rings; and that the 
cooperation of the townspeople would be vital in order to achieve these things. 


Abruptly, as the townspeople met that declaration with cheers, an 
astonishing number of artisans began to bring in food and_ alcohol. 
Representatives of three production guilds—headed by the Marine 
Organization—proclaimed vigorously that they’d make that day the first of the 
auspicious festival days and yelled that they were bringing out all the delicacies 
their storehouses held. At that, the excitement in Akiba reached fever pitch. 


“If that racket keeps up, my head’s going to turn into a cream puff.” 
“Yep, it just might.” 

Marielle giggled. Henrietta looked put out. 

The night grew later and later amid endless calls of “Cheers!” 

One week after that night... 

Sunlight continued to stream into the town of Akiba. 


New dishes were supplied almost every day, and they heard that the 
production artisans who weren’t Chefs were also trying various things in order 
to create new items. 


The thing that currently held Marielle and Henrietta’s interest was a bathing 
facility. When Elder Tales was a game, bathtubs had been mere background 
objects. However, now that this was another world, one they were actually 
living in, bathing suddenly took on a different meaning. The humidity was lower 
here than it was in real-world Japan, and the summer heat wasn’t quite as 


sweltering... But, as women, there was no way they wouldn’t be interested. 


From what they’d heard, the West Wind Brigade had promptly gained the 
cooperation of Mechanists, Blacksmiths, and Carpenters and begun to build a 
large public bath in their guild castle. 


News of advancements flew in almost daily—reports that somebody 
somewhere had used some new device—and this really did bring energy back 
to Akiba. The young man who'd planned it all had received no attention 
whatsoever at the speeches on the night of the raucous festival, but he’d 
seemed satisfied. 


When she thought of Shiroe and his companions, Marielle felt a mixture of 
happiness and gratitude, but she also felt something very strange. 


Hamelin had decided to disband not long ago. 


He really did take down a whole guild. Wow... Shiro’s a pretty scary kid. Talk 
about dangerous... 


Marielle sat on her luxurious chair at her work desk, hugging her knees and 
ducking her head low. She remembered the strong eyes behind Shiroe’s round 
glasses. When Shiroe had led that conference with that fiery will of his, he’d 
done so with so much force that she’d been a little afraid of him. 


The Shiroe Marielle knew was the veteran player who was always mulling 
something over privately, who tied himself down with all sorts of bad 
premonitions, and yet was kind and trustworthy even so. 


He was more good-natured than anything, a homeless wanderer, oddly 
mature for his age, evasive but reliable, a lone Enchanter. That was all. 


Marielle didn’t know the steely youth who'd used his intense will to drive his 
opponents into a corner, as if he were at a duel or a chessboard. 


But he did save us, didn’t he...? 


With her face still buried in her knees, Marielle gave a mischievous little 
chuckle. Shiroe, Akatsuki, Nyanta, and Naotsugu. Her reliable friends had 
brought Serara back to the Crescent Moon League, and they’d brought energy 
back to the town of Akiba. 


They could have said it wasn’t their problem and left everyone out in the cold, 
but even then, they’d kept up their relentless pursuit of the “greatest good.” In 
her head, Marielle still couldn’t quite mesh those four with the four who’d 
relaxed at the guildhall drinking tea, but that didn’t change the fact that they 
were their benefactors. 


“..Hm. Come to think of it, | haven’t seen Shiro’s crew today. What’re they up 
to?” 
Abruptly curious, Marielle checked with Henrietta. 


“My. Hadn’t you heard? Master Shiroe’s group is moving today, too.” 
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At about that time, on the edge of the outskirts of Akiba, Shiroe and the 
others were in the process of taking up residence in one of the mixed-use 
buildings closest to the northern boundary. 


Log Horizon, which Shiroe had founded just the other day, had a current 
membership of four. 


Shiroe, the Enchanter who, in spite of his mild demeanor, would carry even 
the most reckless plan through to the end once he’d set his mind to it. Byname: 
Machiavelli-with-glasses. (...Although, personally, Shiroe had several objections 
to that name.) 


Naotsugu, the Guardian, a rock-solid vanguard tank and panties evangelist, 
who was always ready with flippant banter and bad jokes. 


Akatsuki, the pretty-girl Assassin, slight and black haired, always dead serious 
and the resident straight man. 


Finally, the quiet and restrained Swashbuckler Nyanta: adviser and guardian 
of the group’s collective stomach. 


With four members, the guild was so tiny it would have seemed

presumptuous to call it “smal 


In the first place, as Michitaka of the Marine Organization had commented, 
everyone had thought Log Horizon was a temporary guild, formed just to launch 
the Round Table Council. The guild couldn’t shed the image that it had been 
established in haste. 


Shiroe had spent so much of his game life steering clear of guilds that this sort 
of profiling was only natural. 


On the morning after the night when he’d looked up at the white moon 
hanging over the Kanda River, while the streets were still hazy with mist, Shiroe 
took Akatsuki and Naotsugu into Akiba. 


The dawn sunlight held a growing premonition of summer, and the cicadas 
were already starting to cry. After thoroughly stressing himself out over how to 
begin, the words Shiroe settled on were completely commonplace: “/’m 
forming a new guild. Would you join it?” 


Rats, he thought, barely a moment later. | should have come up with 
something better. Even as Shiroe began to regret his approach, the other two 
readily agreed to join up. 


“What, you’re finally ready to go for it, Shiro? | was starting to think I’d just 
keep hanging around with you like this, like some guild without a guild tag.” 


“Ninja follow their lords wherever they go. Command as you see fit, my liege.” 


Along with Nyanta, whom he’d already invited, Shiroe’s guild, Log Horizon, 
now had four members. In this way, the tiny guild—which, in terms of numbers, 
should have been called Log Minimum instead of Log Horizon—got its modest 
start in the streets of Akiba. 


“Will our wallet be all right, my liege?” 


Akatsuki’s question came as she was cleaning the floor. The only words to 
describe the high-ceilinged space were enormous and completely empty. 


Her worry was well-founded. Guilds as small as Shiroe’s didn’t generally 
bother with guildhalls the way normal guilds did. 


In most guilds with memberships in the single digits, individual members 
might rent their own rooms at inns, but they very rarely set up a guildhall. 


With only a few people, there weren’t many possessions or guild trophies that 
needed to be put somewhere, and people could be met in the plaza or at 
taverns. There was no problem with conducting strategy meetings on the side 
of the road, and in any case, the telechat function kept them nicely connected. 


Smaller guilds with a few more members would rent guildhalls at the guild 
center and use these as their headquarters. 


The guild center was close to the center of town, and since it was also 
economical and clean, it was quite popular. It also held halls of all sizes, from 
affordable three-room suites to halls that had thirty-one rooms and could 
accommodate guilds with a hundred members. It was close to shopping at the 
plaza and to the bank, and since it was so convenient, most guilds used it. 


But for even larger groups, the “big” guilds, even the halls at the guild center 
began to feel cramped. 


The largest guildhalls available for rent at the guild center had thirty-one 
rooms. Marielle of the Crescent Moon League had considered hers a castle, but 
although this might be true for guilds with thirty or forty members, guilds with 
memberships of over two hundred found that even that wasn’t enough space. 


For that reason, guilds as large as the Knights of the Black Sword and the 
West Wind Brigade often chose buildings that could be purchased in Akiba 
proper, bought the whole zone in which the building lay, and established their 
headquarters there. 


Production guilds like the Marine Organization, which now boasted five 
thousand members, divided their artisans into several departments by category 
and housed each department in its own ruined building. In cases like that, the 
entire guild overall had several headquarters. 
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Headquarters like these were known as “guild houses,” “guild towers,” or 


“guild castles.” 


At 90, Log Horizon’s average member level was high, but it had very few 
members. Ordinarily, keeping a whole building like this one would have been 
inefficient; if they’d needed headquarters, they could have just borrowed a 
guildhall from the guild center. This expense was what was worrying Akatsuki. 


“It’s all right. We'll manage.” 


Even as he responded, Shiroe was scrubbing the walls with a deck brush. This 
ruin had been a warehouse and a large-scale store, and it had an enormous old 
tree growing up through its first six floors. 


There was a big hole in the center of each floor, and a mossy tree trunk, 
which must have been several centuries old, had threaded its way up through 
them. The great tree pierced every floor from the basement on up, heading for 
the sky, and at the roof, its great branches spread out into a green dome. 


The entire town of Akiba seemed to have been swallowed up by a sea of 
trees, but it was rare to see the growth of a tree overlap with a building so 
completely. 


“This building’s cheap because it’s like this. There aren’t any stairs, you know, 
and it’s hard to use.” 


“Hm... Is that right?” 


Shiroe was clearing rubble while they talked. The general cleanup had been 
done over the course of a few days with the help of the younger Crescent Moon 
League members, but the ruin was still far from livable. 


Originally, it was likely that the place had been a big home electronics store or 
something similar: This first floor was almost unbroken by walls, and the ceiling 
must have been four or five meters high. 


Of course it was hard to imagine that this building had been stairless ever 
since the old era, when it had been built. The well that had held stairs, and the 
elevator shaft that had doubtless been next to it, had probably been where the 
trunk stood now. 


After this building had been abandoned and damaged, the old tree that had 
grown in the stairwell (or elevator shaft) had most likely pierced through the 
floors and eroded them. 


The fact that this building had been ignored when it was being sold for such a 
low price was probably due to its distance from the center of town and its sheer 
inconvenience. 


“Still. Akiba’s not a big town, and this is prime real estate. | mean, heck, stairs 
can be built.” 


As Naotsugu, who’d come down from the second floor, pointed out, the first 
and second floors were now connected by a steel stairway. The stairs looked 
rough and bleak, but they were sturdy enough and large enough to be used 
without a problem. 


“But listen, when this was a game, there was no option to ‘Repair Facility with 
Hole in Floor,’ was there?” 


Shiroe’s words seemed to satisfy Naotsugu: “Oh yeah. Guess not.” 


The impact of the new cooking method Nyanta had discovered hadn’t stayed 
in the culinary world. By now, all the production guilds had begun to develop 
new items. It wasn’t limited to the production subclasses, either; even the role- 
playing subclasses had begun experimenting to see what changes their skills 
could bring to this world. 


The stairway had been the result of one such experiment. 


Interfering with basic objects such as the walls and floor would have been an 
unimaginable act in the Elder Tales game, but in the past week, it had been 
demonstrated that even that was possible. 


At this point, the stairway only linked the first and second floors; if they 
wanted to go to the third floor or higher, they had to shimmy up a rope. If they 
wanted to expand, though, all they had to do was call on the artisans again. 


Compared to the rest of the market, the cost of this zone had been cheap, but 
even so, it had been a pretty sizable amount. That had been something they’d 
planned on, but they’d also had to pay the artisans a reasonable sum to build 
the stairway. Tiny Log Horizon didn’t have the funds for a complete overhaul of 
the building.

Even when they knew it was likely to lead to new sales, in this other world the 
processing of various materials was so different from what it had been in the 
real world that it was hard to calculate prices that would bring in a decent 
profit. 


Henrietta had explained this using jargon like “optimization of supply and 
demand” and “full employment” and “minimum wage.” Shiroe understood the 
broad theory—the structure—but he really couldn’t slot in figures and run 
actual simulations. 


In any case, the economic system in this other world was full of holes, and it 
was tough to say just how far real-world common sense could be applied.

Soujirou of the West Wind Brigade stopped by for a visit, accompanied by 
Nazuna, a beautiful healer and fellow former member of the Debauchery Tea 
Party. It wasn’t clear which of them had liked cherry liqueur enough to bring it, 
but its limpid fragrance went perfectly with the early summer weather. 
Apparently it had been made by the West Wind Brigade’s Brewer. 


Calasin of Shopping District 8 paid a call to discuss something with Shiroe. 


The “something” was the idea of hiring People of the Earth to handle clerical 
work for the Round Table Council—mostly light work, such as delivering 
documents and taking notes. 


True, it would be hard to bind Adventurer players to work as light as that, and 
it would probably be quite expensive. They’d determined that, if possible, this 
way could work. 


Calasin went home with a smile, saying that he’d start checking with the 
People of the Earth he happened to know right away. 


Among the combat guilds, Isaac of the Knights of the Black Sword had stuck 
around for a surprisingly long time. Stopping by with a few of his Summoner 
subordinates, he began making arbitrary demands. “Hey, Machiavelli-with- 
glasses. Your place is huge and handy; let us do combat training here.” 


Before Naotsugu even had time to complain, the Summoners summoned 
Undine of the Pure Currents and rinsed the cavernous first and second floors 
clean with a massive bead of water. Since there was no plumbing in this other 
world, this was incredibly helpful. 


Isaac himself only chewed holes in the congratulatory fruit assortment 
Henrietta had brought by and left, but memorably, Captain Nyanta murmured, 
“The Knights of the Black Sword aren’t such a bad lot.” It was possible that Isaac 
had intended the visit to patch things up with Shiroe. 


This was at least half of the reason that Shiroe had decided to purchase this 
abandoned building as their guild tower. 


As one of the guilds participating in the Round Table Council, they were 
bound to have quite a few visitors. Shiroe’s friend list had acquired more names 
over the past few days. They might not be friends he’d played closely with, but 
he had more opportunities to contact them now, and if he didn’t register them, 
they couldn’t telechat. 


They’d probably have visitors in the future, and some of those visitors might 
have business that would need to be discussed for a long time. There was no 
telling whether a great uproar like the establishment of the Round Table 
Council would occur again, but if something of the sort did happen, they might 
end up needing a kitchen, a workroom, or a storehouse. 


Due to these considerations, they’d chosen this building. It was on the 
outskirts of town, but it had more than enough space. 


“Plus, it’s like they say: Better too big than too small.” 
“That’s what she said, right, Naotsugu? You would think like that.” 


“Shiro! Dude. Hey. Akatsuki keeps calling me an idiot because you say stuff 
like that.

Naotsugu was one of Shiroe’s oldest friends, and the one he found it easiest 
to relax with. Having completely useless conversations like this was incredibly 
restful. 


If mew don’t hurry and clean up, 
mew won’t get dinner.” 


“Is it curry? Are we having curry?! | love curry!” 
“...Dang it, Naotsugu. Yes. We’re having curry today.” 


“What, for real?! Whoo-hoo!” 


And thus, Nyanta and Akatsuki joined them. 


In his long history with Elder Tales, even Shiroe had joined a guild before. 
Now, though, he knew he hadn’t been part of that guild in the truest sense of 
the word; he’d only been a guest. 


It wasn’t the structure known as a guild; it was companions and a place to 
belong. 


It meant holding these things important and protecting them. 


That was something he ought to have learned from the Debauchery Tea 
Party: The will of the companions who gathered there was much more 
important than whether it was a true “guild” or not. 


When the town began to turn red, it always gave Shiroe a special feeling. Back 
when Elder Tales was a game, sunset had been nothing more than an on-screen 
effect, but in this other world, it was different. 


With sweet, sad cries, blackbirds flew low on their way home to the forest. 


Adventurers returning from the hunt filtered into the plaza, having a look at 
the stalls that lined the central avenue as they passed. Groups that had bagged 
lots of prey discussed their plans for the next outing in high spirits, and those 
that hadn’t had much luck swore to vindicate themselves next time. The vine- 
tangled ruins glowed red madder, and the shadows of the warriors and the 
town’s artisans grew longer and longer, regardless of whether they were 
Adventurers or People of the Earth. 


In the space of a week, the sunset had acquired a fragrance. 


Numerous stalls sold evening meals, sought out by weary Adventurers and 
production-class artisans alike who'd finished the day’s work. Even the taverns 
run by People of the Earth now had the smell of sweet-tasting alcohol and 
simple food wafting from their doors. 


The sky gradually darkened. Copper slowly changed to smoky rose, then deep 
blue, then indigo. In the midst of a sunset that felt slower than it had in the old 
world, the townspeople wound up their day and made preparations for 
tomorrow. 


“There’s the evening star, my liege.” 
“Forget that, I’m hungry. I’m so hungry | can’t move. Starvation city.” 


Akatsuki and Naotsugu, who seemed to have finished carrying their cargo, 
were cooling themselves by the window. 


In the sunset, too early yet for lamps to be lit, Shiroe’s two friends turned 
back to him. 


Their peaceful, inquisitive expressions convinced Shiroe that this was indeed 
his place. 


Inside him, the Debauchery Tea Party was growing distant. It had taken a very 
long time. Shiroe thought, with regret, that he might unwittingly have hurt 
many people and places by comparing them to his old home. 


He hadn’t even understood the easy things. He’d taken the long way around. 
As Shiroe castigated himself for having nothing but faults, the other two looked 
at him blankly. “What’s the matter, my liege?” “You’re hungry, too, huh? Empty 
stomachs are no joke.”

If it were me, | would’ve turned into 
butter candy.” 


“What’s the matter, you two?” Shiroe asked. “Wasn’t the Crescent Moon 
League moving today, too?” 


The Crescent Moon League had been scheduled to move into a guildhall two 
ranks higher that day. Once they’d finished moving, there’d probably be 
another banquet. Marielle loved it when things were lively, and he couldn’t 
imagine that she’d send two of her precious newbies out into the night all by 
themselves. 


“No, uh, mister. Listen, we...” 

“Hm?” 

From where he stood on the first floor, Touya looked up at Shiroe, standing 
halfway up the stairs, and spoke in a young, ringing voice. 

“—We’re here to join your guild, mister.” 


“Huh... ?” 


“We came because we hoped you would teach us, Shiroe. ...We’ve imposed 
on the Crescent Moon League for the past week, but we haven't joined it. ...We 
didn’t join. Touya and | are the only players who left Hamelin who haven't
